Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—[Spectal.]— 
It can be definitely stated that no agree- 
ment will be reached between the represent- 
atives of the United States and Canada now 
engaged in seeking an arrangement by 
which the seal fisheries will be protected. 
There is no common ground upon which 


‘g compromise can be effected. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Sir Louis Davies, 
representing Canada, are firm in the de- 
termination to accept no propositions provid- 
ing for a cessation of pelagic sealing, unless 
the. United States make commensurate con- 

cessions regarding other matters in dis- 
pute between the two countries. 

‘The Canadian officials will insist that all 
subjects over which a contention has arisen 
shall be referred to a joint commission, to 
be hereafter appointed. .This commission 
shall not possess plenary powers, but will 
have full authority to grant hearings and 
formulate a report for submission to those 
in a position to complete the necessary 


treaty negotiations. 


Sir Wilfrid and Sir Laue will furthermore 
insist that to this commission shall be re- 
ferred not only the seal fishery question, but 
also those involving .the alien labor law, 
reciprocity, rights to participate in the New 
England fisheries, immigration, and all simi- 
lar propositions over which controversies 
have arisen. These officials have fully de- 
cided that reciprocity shall be considered by 
the same representatives of the two govefn- 
ments as have in hand a determination of 
the fisheries matter. For this reason the 
present negotiations will fail. The only con- 
clusion in sight is the submission of a report 
unanimously signed by the experts on both 
sides agreeing as to the injuries being sus- 
tained by seal herds in consequence of 
pelagic sealing. This report will contain 
nothing but statistical data and an opinion 
that unless protective measures are taken 
the extinction of the seals must eventually 
follow,

At the same 
time they are of the opinion that the fish- 
eries question is of no more importance than 
those affecting other industries. 

The Canadians desire to. find a market for 
their Nova Scetia coal, lumber, output of 
barley, potatoes, and eggs. They will agree 
to no concessions regarding the protection of 
seals unless they are compensated by re- 
ceiving a reduction of duties on certain val- 
uable products, They are determined that 
one question in dispute shall not be settled 
and leave others of equal importance pend- 
ing.

There is no probability that the United 
States will consent to such an arrangement 
So far as this country is con- 
cerned the seal question is the only one 
under present consideration. The propo- 
sition submitted by the American represen- 
tatives embraces only two points. One is 
that Canada agree to suspend pelagic seal- 


ing for one year; and second, that during. 


that period negotiations be continued to 
arrange for a period of cessation beyond 
that limit. These will be rejected by the 
Canadians and the counter proposition made 
to submit all pending questions to a joint 
commission.

PLOTKE FAILS AT TACKLE, | 


ANTI-FOOTBALL ORDINANCE BEATEN, 
S7 to S, IN-CITY COUNCIL. 


Besides the Sponsor, Only Brenner, 
John Bennett, Kahler, and Klenha 
Stand by the Measure—Gaelic Ath- 
letic Societies Line Up in Opposi-

Alderman Plotke’s anti-football ordinance 
met with overwhelming defeat at last even- 
ing’s meeting of the City Council. At the fin- 
ish the score stood 57 to 5, Aldermen Brenner, 
Bennett (Eighth Ward), Kahler, Klienha, 
and Plotke being the only points made in its 
favor. 

Alderman O’Brien led the opposition rush 
line and was backed up by Aldermen Martin, 
Powers, Mulcahy, and McInerney. They rep- 
resent the Sixth, Nineteenth, and Twenty- 
ninth Wards, in which live somg 3,000 mem- 
bers of the various Gaelic athletic associa- 
tions, all of which play football, and each 
member of which is opposed to the ordinance 
in question. It was too numerous and well 
organized a constituency to be ignored, and 
the represéntatives in the Council made 
short work of the obnoxious measure. There 
were other football players in the galleries, 
but the Aldermen paid no attention to them. 
It was the demand of these athletic associa- 
tions which was listened to. 


Short Shrift’ Granted. 


Short work was made of the ordinance. 
Mayor Harrison had told Alderman Plotke 
in the afternoon that a joke was a joke, but 
to seriously attempt to pass the ordi- 
nance was carrying it too far, and so when 
the matter came up Alderman Plotke merely 
asked that it be referred to a committee, 
meaning to let it die there. 

But the opposition would not even allow 
this. Alderman O’Brien moved the rules be 
laid aside so the ordinance could be put on 
file, which was done, and; when Alderman 
Plotke moved to reconsider the vote, so as 


to get a roll call, he was beaten, 57 to 5, the 


five votes being those given above. So end- 
ed the scrimmage. 

The amusing feature of the game was a 
vain attempt on the part of Alderman Cough- 
lin to get in an amendment intended to kill 
the ordinance by the force of ridicule. It 
included “in the law on football all such 
games as pinocle, high spy, and checkers, 
but the representative from the First Ward 
never got a chance to put it in. The ordi- 
nance was beaten before he could get into 


the play. 
In Good Queen Bess’ Days. 


There is nothing new under the sun—not 


even the game of “ slugball.’”’ Three hun- 
dred and fourteen years ago, when Good 
Queen Bess was playing shuttlecock with 
the hearts of her courtiers, her loyal sub- 
jects were playing “ slugball ’’ with so much 
vigor that the population of the island was in 
jeopardy. 

Broken necks, arms, and legs, bloody 
noses and black eyes, and all the nineteenth 
century trimmings of the game were so nu- 
merous that Phillip Stubbes, who wrote an 
* Anatomy of the Abuses in land, A. D; 
1583,’’ cried out in ro “against the 
“ murthering play” and entreated, ** God 
make us more careful of the bodies of our 
brethren.”’ 

This interesting glance into the past was 
made possible by the researches of Alder- 
man Gunther, who was drawn into an in- 
vestigation of the Subject by Alderman 
Plotke’s anti-football ordinance.

The robbery was committed at 6:25 o'clock, 
when Madison street is ordinarily crowded 
with home-going crowds, and the brilliantly 
lighted store made the whole proceeding in 
plain view from the street.

With the Material Furnished by His Cabinet the President Will Mix a Tasty 
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of Manhattan is defined in a bill which is 
to be introduced at the coming session of the 
Legislature by Assemblyman Patrick 
Trainor of the Thirteenth District, this city. 
Mr. Trainor, who is a member of Tammany 
Hall, presented a similar bill in the Assem- 
bly last year, but it did not get beyond a 
committee. 

Mr. Trainor insists that the bill and the 
idea embodied in it are his own, but the po- 
litical importance of the measure is such 
that it is hardly credible that a. sub- 
lieutenant would undertake to suggest and 
advocate the plan without the consent and 
assistance of the leader. Mr. Croker, 
however, professes ignorance of the project, 
which is one of the most gigantic in the po- 
fitical history of modern times. 


Tammany’s Far-Reaching Scheme. 

The plan is to create a new Democratic 
State and add two sure Democratic United 
States Senators, to secure control of the 
Legislature of what would be the greatest 
and richest State in the union, to divide the 
Electoral vote of the pivotal State, to send 
to the Lower House of Congress a solid 


Democratic delegation from the State of. 


Manhattan, and to get absolute legislative 
control over the second greatest city on 
earth for the benefit of Tammany Hall. 
The other Democratic leaders in the State, 
it is said, will oppose the bill on the ground 
that it will be unwise to separate the great 
commercial and political interests of the 
Empire State, and, furthermore, they will 
not assist in making an old rival and antag- 
onist the greatest political power, perhaps, 
in the country, for his aggrandizement would 
mean their extinguishment politically. 


Sixteen Counties Are Involved. 

In order to become a law the Trainor bill 
must be adopted by the Legislature and be 
approved by Congress. The sixteen coun- 
ties which it is proposed shall forni the Sicte 
of Manhattan are New York, Kings, 
Queens, Richmond, Suffolk, Westchester, 
Orange, Putnam, Dutchess, Columbia, U!- 
ster, Greene, Rockland, Albany, Rensse- 
laer, and part of Schoharie, with a popula~ 
tion of 3,902,220, es compared with 2,631,123 
for the forty-four remaining counties... 

This would make the new State the second 
largest in the union in regarfl to population, 
Pennsylvania alone exceeding it. The fre- 
maining forty-four counties left to comprise 
the State of New York would make a State 
the sixth largest in the union. The new 
State would contain a territory of 8,960 
square miles, as compared with a territory 
of 40,493 square miles.

Mr. Downing went to the bin and tooka 
scoopful of coffee, which he threw into the 
hopper of the mill, which stands in the ceén- 
ter of the store, directly in front of the 
door. As he put down the scoop and turned 
to take the handle of the wheel, a revolver 
was pushed in his face. 

‘“ Now, don’t you whimper, or I°ll fix you 
like they fixed Marshall,” were the words 
which accompanied the action. The man- 
ager stepped back to get out of his uncom- 
fortable position so close to the muzzle of 
the pistol, but was stopped with a profane 
injunction to “ put up” his hands. 

He raised them high in the air and the rob- 
ber shifted his weapon to his left hand long 
enough to take the gold watch from his 
victim’s pocket. He lowered them a mo- 
ment later as the man again covered him and 


ordered him to turn his pockets inside out. .

WILD PANIC; FIERCE GALE 


FERRY CRASHES INTO A PIER— 
OCEAN LINER LASHED BY STORM.

Boat Is Crowded with Four Thousand 
Passengers, and When the Shock 
Comes a Panic Ensues in Which 
Two Are Seriously Injured—Ocean 
Steamer La Gascogne Encounters 
an Awful Storm While Crossing 
the Atlantic. 


New York, Nov. 15.—[Special.]—With near- 
ly 4,000 passengers aboard, the Staten Island 
rupid transit boat Castleton crashed into 
her slip at St. George tonight. The impact 
was so great that the planks ef the float 
were torn up, the iron cushion which bound 
it to the pier was snapped as though it were 
a reed, the passengers were thrown to the 
deck and sides of the boat, and two persons 
were seriously injured. These were Mrs. K. 
K. Cummings of Fort Wadsworth and Rich- 
ard Lee Jr. 

For some minutes the panic threatened 
loss of life. Men and women fought for hfe 
preservers. In the upper cabin, which was 
crowded, the crush at the doors was -er- 
rific. The fog was exceedingly thick and 
the night dark, so that every one was in the 


the shock and heard the crunching of t:m- 
bers and the scream of the whistle. ‘The 
conviction was that they were in a collision 
and a wild scramble ensued. 

All sorts of rumors added to the terror of 
the struggling throng. Captain Frank 
Braisted and his crew did what they could 
to restore confidence, but it was many min- 
utes before they succeeded, and then only 
when they assured the passengers they were 
in the ferry slip and that the collision was 
with the floats. : 

The Castleton, which is one of the largest 
of the Staten Island fleet, is used prin- 
cipally in the rush hours because of her car- 
rying capacity. In making her slip at St. 
George the engines were stopped, orders to 
reverse were given, but the engines were 
stuck on center momentarily, and before 
they could be released the Castleton struck 
the floats with tremendous force. The 
planking was torn up as though it were 
rfatchwood. The Castleton was not dam- 
aged. 

Fierce Storm on the Atlantic. 
After plowing through the roughest seas 
ever encountered in her years of transat- 
lantic voyaging, the big French liner La Gas- 
cogne reached port this morning, bringing 
ample evidence of the conditions prevailing 
in the last week on the storm-swept ocean. 
A less stanch ship might have had a sadder 
tale to relate. 

The storm began with all its fury, Com- 
mander Baudelon said today, on the vessel’s 
first day out. From Nov. 7 until Sandy 
Hook Lightship was sighted there was a 
succession of west and southwesterly gales 
with tremendous geas. Not a moment dur- 
ing the trip was @ passenger safe on deck, 
and few there were who ventured beyond 
the securely barred iron doors. The unini- 
tiated among the passengers suffered great- 
ly, keeping to their rooms all the way across. 
Towering waves boarded the big steamship 
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been sounded. The sea had been running 
phenomenally high and the vessel was pitch- 
ing and laboring badly. 


Struck by a Huge Sea. 
Suddenly there was a shock that felt as 
if the ship had struck another giantess of 
the sea. For a moment it seemed as if the 


and the vessel had stopped in the pounding 
billows. The next instant there was a 
deluge of water pouring into the dining 
saloon, sending the thoroughly alarmed pas- 
sengers scurrying out into the companion- 
ways. 

The vessel! had been struck by a huge mass 
of water, which buried her bows and whole 
forward section under water, stopping her 
progress for the time and forcing her into a 
big hole in the water. The wave came over 
the starboard side. According to the chief 
officer there was at least 6,000 tons of water 
in the miniature tidal wave. 

It struck the deckhouse, which ts built of 
iron nearly twoinchesthick. The long front 
iron plates were smashed in, the iron rail- 
ings torn off the bridge, forward deck fit- 
tings unfastened, the bell broken, big 
stretches of canvas carried away, and one

| ENGAGEMENTS NEAR HAVANA. 


Sharp Fighting in Which. the In- 
surgents Hold Their Own 
Against the Spanish. 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY GEO. ¢. MUSGRAVE.) 

Havana, Nov. 15.—[Copyright, 1897, by 
W. R. Hearst.]—There have been two sharp 
engagements near this city. Yesterday Gen- 
eral Valderanna and column attacked the 
insurgent General Roderiguez a few miles 
out and the fighting lasted for several hours. 
The firing was at long range, but many were 
killed and wounded on both sides. Finally 
the Spaniards retired to Havana without 
gaining any material advantage. 

The Reina Battalion, marching from San 
Nicolas to the support of the Spaniards, 
flanked the rear guard of Roderiguez, ‘but 
was driven back to the road again. The in- 


surgent Coloné!l Garcia Pola was killed, as | 


well as one of his staff; bearing much offi- 
cial correspondence, which the Spaniards 
secured. 

At Yaguaramas Colonel Rojas, with only 
eighty insurgents, dashed into the city, tak- 
ing shelter in a. railway depot and.store- 
house, ‘from which he repulsed the guer- 
rilla guard. They burned two forts, col- 
lected all the ammunition there, captured 
horses and cows, and rode away before the 
neighboring garrison had been apprised. 

General Garcia published at Guaimaro a 
manifesto to his troops ordering them to 
reserve their strength and avoid fighting. 

“Spain is making a great final effort 
against us,"’ he said, ‘‘ and with her superior 
numbers we may defeat and defeat her, and 
yet lose our strength before expelling her.’’. 

He has fortified various positions. on the 
roads leading from all the Spanish coast 
towns, and will make bold resistance when 
the columns have penetrated well into his 
fastness in the unexplored interior, 

The last portion of the Silverheels expedi- 
dition was intercepted at Ranchuclo, .in 
Santa Clara, but after a fight the Spaniards 
were driven off.

* Cuba, then, to avoid being a chaos or 
theater of bloody strife, ought to remain 
Spanish, because only by belonging to Spain 
can be guaranteed its commercial relations 
with the civilized world, especially so when 
the Isthmus of Panama shall be.no longer 
an isthmus, or the two oceans be joined in 
some other manner. 

“The United States is more interested 
than any other nation in Cuba remaining 
under the Spanish flag, because it prefers 
to assure the prosperity of its commerce 
to making enemies of Europe. About inde- 
pendence let us not speak, because no person 
of sane judgment ought to take into con- 
sideration such a hypothesis.”’

When- 
ever an officer of the Illinois National Guard ar- 
rogates to himself powers not conferred by the 


law, customs, or usage of the service it is proper. 


that. he be deprived of his commission. The court 
has expressed its judgment that Major Buckner 
shall be deprived of his rank, commission, and 
pay for a period of six months and that he be 
reprimanded in general orders. In carrying into 
effect the verdict of the court it is proper that the 
offense be considered. 

From the records of the court it is established 
that Major John C. Buckner was insubordinate, 
disobedient to his superior officers, willful and 
arrogant in his actions, intemperate in his speech, 
unreliable in his judgment, threatening and dan- 
gerous to civilians with whom he came in official 
contact, and unmindful of the obligations of the 
oath of: office he assumed when he accepred his 
commission as an officer of the Illinois National 
Guard. 

These attributes would seem to unfit Major 
Buckner for an officer in the military service of 
the State, and it is regretted that a splendid com- 
mand is handicapped by a commanging officer 
possessing these drawbacks. 

Under the sentence of the court Major Buckner 
will not be.recognized as an officer of the Illinois 
National Guard for a period of six months from 
this date, and no official military, intercourse will 
be permitted with him during that pericd.

Berlin, Noy. 15.—The Neuste Nachrichten, 
referring to the landing in force at Kiaochan 
Bay, Province of Shantun, China, of sailors 
and marines belonging to the German cruiser 
Division, with a view of forcing the Chinese 
government to make reparation for the mur- 
der of German missionaries, says: 

“ Kiaochan Bay will afford an excellent 
base for the German fleet in east Asian 
waters. It has long been regarded in Ger- 
man commercial circles as a worthy object 
of German ambition. Moreover, as the Eng- 
lish interests lie further south and the Rus- 
sian further north, German occupation of 
the bay need not affect them. Germany did 
not join France and Russia in settling the 
differences between China ard Japan in 
order to strengthen Russian and French 
interests, but rather to promote her own, 
which can only be secured by the occupation 
of a harbor suitable for the German mer- 
cantile marine and navy.” 

Phe ,Post declares that the government.in- 
tends tO press the claims against Ghina in 
the “ most emphatic manner,”’ and also to 
demand guarantees against a repetition of 
such outrages. 

London, Nov. 16.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Standard says: The Get man 
cruiser division at Kiaochan Bay consists 
of the flagship Kaiser, with 644 men; the 
second-class cruisers Irene and Princess 
William, each with 365 men; and the third- 
class cruiser Arcon, with 268 men. The 
division is undér the command of Rear 
Admiral von Diedrich. It is doubtful that 
the occupation of Kiaochan, if effected, will 
last long, as Russia has been negotiating 
for the cession of Kiaochan Bay and Tsia 
Bay in order to use them as naval ports. 


ANGRY OVER RUSSIA’S COURSE. 


Protests in Germany Against the 
Ukase Appointing a Charge d’Af- 
faires at Carlsruhe. 


London, Nov. 16.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Times says: Strong protests are 
made in certain quarters against the pro- 
posal of the Russian government, recently 
announced by an imperial ukase, to appdint 
a gear ete Chargé 4’Affaires at Carls- 
ruhe. 

A Bismarckian journal says: “‘ What is 
the object of these foreign posts of observa- 
tion on German soil? That, twenty-six years 
after the establishment of the German em- 
pire, foreign missions in the smaller courts 
are increasing instead of diminishing, is a 
serious symptom. The time will soon come 
back for foreign countries to attempt to 
gain advantages by diplomatic intrigue at 
German courts, which are already too much 
affected by foreign elements.’’ 

The Neueste Nachrichten goes so far as 
to express the opinion that the establish- 
ment of the legation is ‘“‘ ten times more 
symptomatic of the decline of national pres- 
tige than all the clerical! and anti-Prussian 
chatter in the Chamber at Munich.”

BRILLIANT’ CHARGE OF GORDON 
HIGHLANDERS IN INDIA. 


They Sweep Through a Storm of 
Leaden Hail and Take Dargai Ridge 
After the Other Troaps Are Dis- 

‘_heartened—Examples of High Cour- 
age—Piper Findlater Is Shot Down 
but Continues to Play “ Cock of the 
North” to Cheer His Comrades. . 


London, Nov. 15.—The newspapers of this 
city have received graphic details by mail 
of the recapture of Dargai Ridge by the Gor- 
don Highlanders on Oct. 20, during which 
that regiment exhibited remarkable dash 
and courage. 

Dargai Ridge, from the direction of the 
assault, presents a frontage of about a mile, 
the left end of which is sheer rock for 200 
yards. In spite of the difficulty of the 
ascent the movements of the British troops 
were fairly well covered, except in the case 
of a low dip, or smal! valley, from 100 to 
150 yards wide, about half way up the ridge. 
This dip was exposed to direct fire from the 
summit of the cliffs. As the Ghurkas, 
supported by the Derbyshires and Dorset- 
shires, reached this fire zone the top of the 
cliffs burst out into flame, for a thousand 
tribesmen had reserved their fife until that 
moment. Though decimated, the Ghurkas 
struggled across the dip and reached the 
shelter of a few rocks, where they lay down 


under cover for a moment in order to recover. 


their breath. Then, led by their officers, 
they made a rush for the cover of the cliff 
side, but the others could not follow, and 
the enemy, with true military instinct, re- 
served their fire. Though the remainder of 
the Ghurkas, the Derbyshires, and the Dor- 


setshires appeared on the fringe of the dip,-. Press on Saturday afterncon last, foundered

Highlanders to the Front. 

At this juncture General Kempster or- 
dered the Gordon Highlanders to the front, 
The time had arrived for desperate action, 
for it was then 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
and the dead and woundéd were lying thick 
on -every side. Over 100 men had already 
fafien and the enemy were shouting their 
deflance and waving: their battle flags and 
beating their drums, confident of the im- 
pregnability of their position and certain of 
their success. 

But the Gordon Highlanders had yet to 
be reckoned with. Rapidly forming his 
men, and after his now historic speech— 
‘** Men of the Gordon Highlanders: ‘Our 
General says that position must be taken at 
all costs. The Gordon Highlanders will 
take it ’’—Colonel Mathias, the commander 
of the Highlanders, dashed out at the head 
of his gallant’regiment and in a moment 
they were across, carrying every one with 
them in their onrush, storming the ridge 
with a resolution that was resistless, and 
beating down all opposition. 

Piper Findlater, blowing his loudest and 
best, was among the first to show the way 
across that deadly strip of ground, and 
when, after traversing but a few yards, he 
was laid low by a shot through both legs, he 
managed to prop himself up against » 
bowlder and continued with unabated en- 
ergy to play ‘* Cock of the North,” animat- 
ing his comrades by the familiar, stirring 
music of his pipes. 


Through a Deadly Fire. 

But the fire of the enemy was most dead- 
ly, the leading line melted away, and it 
seemed that the Gordon Highlanders would 
be annihilated. More men, however, sprang 
into the passage, and the leaders struggled 
across to cover. There then was a lull, and 
as one paper remarks, ‘‘ one had time to see 
how cruel had been the slaughter.’’ 

Then, with a second cheer, the mixed 
troops, Highlanders, Dorsetshires, Ghurkas, 
Derbyshires, and Sikhs, streamed across, 
and the enemy, seeing the barrier had been 
swept away, left their loopholes and rock 
barricades and fied precipitately down the 
reverse slopes, without waiting for the line 
of cold steel‘:which was then nearly on the 
crest of the ridge. 


SALISBURY’S FRIEND WINS 


Arthur H. A. Morton Elected to Parlia- 
ment, Though the Opposition 
Vote Shows a Gain. 


London, Nov. 15.—A parliamentary by- 
election was held today in the Borough of 
Deptford, London, to fill the vacancy caused 
by the elevation of the late member, Charles 
John Darlington, to the Queen’s Bench Di- 
vision of the High Court of Justice. The 
result was the victory of Arthur H. A. Mor- 
ton, the Conservative and Liberal-Unionist 
candidate. The polling was as follows: 

Arthur H. A. Morton, Conservative and 
Liberal-Unionist, 5,317; J. Williams Benn, 
Liberal and Radical, 4,993. Conservative 
and Liberal-Unionist majority, 324. These 
figures represent a Liberal and Radical gain.

The post-mortem examination of the 
wealthy clubman’s body, held by Dr. E. P. 
Noel, the Coroner’s physician, revealed 
nothing more startling than that Ketcham 
probably died of acute alcoholism. The 
death certificate has been withheld, how- 
ever, and the stomach, liver, and kidneys 
were subjected to a secret chemical test last 
night by Dr. Noel to determine the cause of 
death beyond a doubt. 


Dissatisfied with the Inquest. 


George B. Ketcham of Toledo, a brother 
of John B. Ketcham, characterized the in- 
quest asa piece of *‘ fool’’ business and de- 
clared he would start for Toledo with his 
brother’s body as soon as the Coroner would 


‘permit. Mrs. Ketcham, or Wallace, on the 


other hand, declares the burial will iake 


‘place at Forest Home Cemetery, and last 


evening she summoned the Rev. W. A. 
Burch of the South Park Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal Church to discuss arrangements 
for a funeral at her home. 

Mrs. Ketcham stood trial about ten years 
ago on a charge of poisoning her first hus- 
band, the aged James R. Walkup of Empo- 
ria, Kas., with whom she became acquainted 
in New Orleans and married when she was 
15 years old. Walkup’s wealth also was left 
to her; and in the ten years since his death 
and her acquittal on the charge of murder 
his widow has seen most of Europe and the 
United States. 


Rented Another Flat. 


- At the same time that John B. Ketcham 
lay dying at her home, Mrs. Ketcham, or 
Mrs. Wallace, was paying $16 a month rent 
for a flat at 2238 Indiana avenue, ostensibly 
for a Mrs. Kellard, but, according to the 


“neighbors, to entertain friends. This flat 


was rented by Mrs. Ketcham, or Mrs. Wal- 
lace, for two months prior to Nov. 1, and was 
then relinquished. 

In New Orleans her father was not a 
“ prominent ”’ citizen, but an obscure lawyer, 
who, according to the statement of his 
daughter, died of acute alcoholism after 
being separated from his wife. Mrs. Ketch- 
am’s mother died three years ago. 


Kept a Boarding-House. 


At the time of James R. Walkup’s sensa- 
tional ending at Emporia, when his girl wife 


Inherited about $200,000, Mrs. Wallace Sr. 


kept a boarding-house between Basin and 
Canal streets, in New Orleans. After Mrs. 
Walkup was acquitted of the charge of mur- 
der she resumed her old name of Wallace, 
her mother forsook her boarding-house, and 
the two traveled abroad. 

Mrs. Ketcham made the declaration yes- 


' terday that she would have summoned the 


Coroner herself if he had not come without 
summoning. According to her statement 
she was consulting with the physicians who 
had attended Ketcham—Dr. J. T. Kiernan 
and Dr. Deveny—when Deputy Coroner Man- 
delbaum put in an appearance and an- 
nounced that under the circumstances he 
would have to hold a post mortem. Behind 
the Deputy Coroner came Detective McCar- 
thy of the Stanton Avenue Station, who took 
possession of Mrs. Ketcham’s home. Lieu- 
tenant Creighton came also in the afternoon 
and carried the butler, Joe Keller, away in 
his buggy to the station, where, however, he 
elicited nothing beyond Keller’s belief that 
Mrs. Ketcham was deeply in love with her 
husband, and that Ketcham often threat- 
ened to die if she ever deserted him. 


Woman Sits Weeping. 


. All day Mrs. Ketcham sat in her front 
room up-stairs, with tears coursing from 
under her black eyelids as she saw the neigh- 
bors for a block in either direction watching 
her house from their front windows and 
noted the arrival of the police and the Cor- 
oner’s deputies. When she was plied with 
questions about her acquaintance and mar- 
riage with Ketcham she answered them 
all, and was corroborated in everything re- 
garding the will by the attorney who had 
drawn it up, Dethlep C. Hansen, 609 Stock 
Exchange Building. Mrs. Ketcham’s cousin, 
a Mrs. Torrey, who, with the butler, wit- 
nessed the will, refused to answer any ques- 
tions. 

Dr. Noel and Dr. Joseph Springer conduct- 
ed the post mortem at 2 o’clock. Every one 
but the Deputy Coroner and Ketcham’s phy- 
sicilans was excluded from the house, though 
there was no attempt to keep the result of 
the post mortem secret. 

‘The brain was not examined, but the 
stomach, kidneys, and liver were taken 
away for a chemical test, which was made 
last night. The examination, as far as it 
went, revealed only what was already 
known, that Ketcham had suffered from 
acute alcoholism, and, while Dr. Noel with- 
held the death certificate, he gave as his 
opinion that alcoholism had caused death, 
and that the examination of the viscera 
would reveal nothing further. The other 
physicians coincided with Dr. Noel. 


Believed Inquest Unnecessery. 

Ketcham’s brother was not at the house 
during the post mortem, and, before it was 
held, declared to Mrs. Ketcham he believed 
the cause of his brother’s death was clear, 
and an inquest was unnecessary. Imme- 
diately after the post mortem Mrs. Ketcham 
began to make arrangements for the funeral 
service. 


The house where Ketcham died was pur- 
chased by Mrs. Ketcham five years ago, 
and, it is said, that James R. Walkup's 
money paid for it. With the furnishings 
it probably represents an outlay of $25, 00. 
Most of the investment is in the handsome 
furnishings. : 

Ketcham's acquaintance with Mrs. Wal- 
lace began two years ago, a year before he 
‘was divorced from his second wife, Nettie 
Poe. The latter lived in handsome apart- 
ments maintained by her husband at the 
Lexington Hotel, while Ketcham lived a 
gay life about town, and spent his time be- 
tween the Cnicago club and the Auditorium 
Annex. When Ketcham and the handsorre 
creole widow became good friends Mrs. 
Ketcham retained a lawyer, and prepared to

in the ten months after enteringit. Accord- 
ing to the butler, Jo Keller, he refused to 
allow a nurse to enter his room, and Mrs.. 
Ketcham cared for him herself. Mrs. 
Ketcham’'s cousin came to act as housekeep- 
er and permitted her to devote all her 
time to Ketcham. 

During the first eight months of his illness 
Ketcham was wheeled about the Indiana 
avenue house in an invalid’s chair. About 
the middle of September he began to gét bet- 
ter, and it was decided that they goto Mil- 
waukce and get married. On Sept. 24, when 
Ketcham was so weak he scarcely could 
leave the house, he took a cab with Mrs. 
Wallace for the Northwestern station. They 
boarded a train for Milwaukee and were 
married by the Rev. lL. P. Roberts of that city. 
There was no announcement of the wedding 
either in Chicago or Milwaukee, and 
Ketcham and his wife returned to the house 
in Indiana avenue without any of his friends 
discovering where he was. 


Relatives Kept Posted. 


Ketcham’s relatives in Toledo were kept 
posted as to his whereabouts, though they 
did not hear of the wedding. The brother, 
George B. Ketcham, came to Chicago five 
weeks ago for the purpose of getting him 
away from Mrs. Ketcham’s house. He vis- 
ited the Central Station and asked if some- 
thing could not be done to get him out of 
the city and from under Mrs. Ketcham’s in- 
fluence. Detective Herman, with whom he 
talked at the time, tald him it would be 
impossible to interfere-as long as Ketcham 
was in his right mind and wanted to stay 
where he was, and the brother left the 
station. 

Ketcham did not will away his property 
till Nov. 1, over a month after his marriage. 
Attorney Hansen had called to see Ketcham. 
Just before the former left the house 
Ketcham called him into his bedroom and 
requested him to draw up a will giving all 
of his property to Mrs. Ketcham, to whom 
he referred for the first time as his wife. 
The will was written the next day and 
brought to the Indiana avenue house for 
Ketcham to sign. According to Jo Keller 
and Attorney Hansen, Ketcham appeared 
at the time to know perfectly what he was 
doing. 


Marriage Certificate Locked Up. 


Mrs. Ketcham’s marriage certificate is 
said to be locked up in a.safe deposit box, 
and the details of the will both she and At- 
torney Hansen refused to disclose, except 
that it left to her the entirefortune. Ketch- 
am up to three years ago was reputed to 
be a millionaire, but his attorney said yes- 
terday the fortune probably would be much 
less than $500,000. During the last three 
years it had been lessened considerably by 
Ketcham’s big payment to his second wife 
and by unlucky stock speculations. One of 
his heavy losses, it is said, came in the 
slump in Diamond Match. 

According to Mrs. Ketcham, her husband's 
death was entirely unexpected, though it 
was known he was seriously ill. His physi- 
cians, however, appeared to take a differ- 
ent view of it, and stated that Ketcham had 
been warned for months he was drinking 
himself into his grave. 

Both physicians were present at the time 
of his death, late Saturday night. Ketch- 
am’s relatives in Toledo were notified too 
late for them to arrive before his death. 

The unusual circumstances surrounding 
Ketcham’s marriage. determined . Coroner 
Berz to hold an inquest and settle the ques- 
tion of death beyond a doubt. 


Famed in New Orleans. 


As a girl Mrs. Ketcham is said to have been 
famed in New Orleans, though in that city 
she never figured in the strictest circlés of 
polite society. Her mother kept a boarding- 

ouse, and it was during the Mardi Gras 
festival of 1882 that James R. Walkup of 
Emporia, then Mayor of that city, arrived 
at the boarding-house, became enamored, 
and offered to take the young girl back to 
his home as his wife. Walkup had several 
grown children, and it is to their opposition 
to the marriage that Mrs. Ketcham lays her 
troubles twelve years ago and her trial ona 
charge of murder. 

Walkup had represented. himself to the 
mother and daughter as an immensely 
wealthy man, and, before the wedding took 
place, Mrs. Wallace and her daughter were 
taken to Emporia for a visit, where he 
showed her many buildings and much real 
estate which belonged to him. Mrs. Wal- 
lace and her daughter were satisfied, and 
the wedding took place that year. 

Walkup died suddenly on Aug. 29, 1385, 
and it was found that all his property, 
amounting to nearly $200,000, had been 


fter his death it was discovered that the 
one before Mrs. Walkup had purchased a 
quantity of arsenic at an Emporia drug 
store, telling the druggist she wanted it for 


willed to his girl wife. Almost immediately

Mrs. Ketcham denied everything connect- 
ed with her former career except her trial 
for murder. 

“The stories of my conduct in New Or- 
leans are lies gotten up to injure me,’’ she 
said. ‘*I have got plenty of friends there 
who will refute them. Why, I can show 
telegrams from the best people*in New Or- 
, leans and from the members of the Missouri 
Supreme Court congratulating me on my 
acquittal at Emporia. I was only a young 
girl then, and my husband’s relatives were 
jealous of me and wanted his property. I 
have nothing to say against my treatment 
by Mr. Ketcham’s relatives. They have 
treated me fairly, and I am glad the inquest 
is to be held. I. expected there would be 
something like this talk as soon as it was 
known Mr. Ketcham had left his property 


to me.”’ } 
; Roberts Married Them. 


Milwaukeee, Wis., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—- 
“From the carriage and into the house,” 
said the Rev. I. P. Roberts, who married 
Ketcham and Mrs. Wallace, “‘ I could not 
say how old the man was, but think in thre 
neighborhood of 40. I do not remember much 
about the woman, except that she struck 
me as a sprightly, intelligent woman.” 

Questioned as to the condition in which 
Mr. Ketcham was when the marriage was 
performed, the Rev. Mr. Roberts said he 
was weak and evidently an invalid, in fact, 
the woman remarked about his being ar 
invalid. He did not question them as to the 
trouble with the patient. They wanted him 
to marry them and he did it. There was 
nothing in the man’s conduct or actions 
which in any way suggested to Mr. Roberts 
that his mental faculties were in the least 
impaired. The woman, he said, seemed to be 
running the affair. 

Toledo, O., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—Mrs. Net- 
tie Poe Ketcham, John B. Ketcham’s second 
wife, said todaf&she knew the Wallace wom- 
an’s entire history, and believed the two 
were married. Mr. Ketcham had two pieces 
of property in Toledo, one of which was sold 
on Saturday under a lien; and two in Chi- 
cago—one in Indiana and the other in Dear- 
born avenue. The latter cost $7,000. Some 
time ago a tailor attached Mr. Ketcham’s 
carriage and team and Mrs. Wallace bid 
them in. Ketcham had his life insured some 
time ago for $125,000, and of this has allowed 
$60,000 to lapse, so that at the time of his 
death his insurance amounted to $65,000. 


W. S. WILSON TAKES HIS LIFE. 


Son of Former Senator from Maryland 
Commits Suicide in Presence 
of His Daughter. 


Ocean City, Md., Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
William Sidney Wilson, eldest son of former 
United States Senator Wilson, shot and 
killed himself yesterday afternoon at his 
elegant home in Snow Hill, Worcester Coun- 
ty. He was a distinguished lawyer and a 
leader of the Democratic party in the east- 
ern part of the State. He had not been in 
good health for several months and recently 
was seriously ill in Baltimore City. Last 
Thursday, however, he came down to his 
shooting box on Sinepuxent Bay and ap- 
peared to enjoy the sport. Saturday evening 
he returned home pleased with his luck. 

Yesterday afternoon his wife left him in 
the library and went out to call on a friend. 
He was then alone in the house with his 
young daughter, Miss Louise Wilson. She 
entered the library just in time to see her 
father pointing a revolver at his head. She 
rushed forward and caught hisarm. They 
struggled for a moment. She was over- 
powered and before her cries for assistance 
could be answered her father had shot him- 
self and fallen dead on the floor. . It is fup- 
posed that he took his life while suffering 
from mental aberration. 

Mr. Wilson was 45 years old. He studied 
law under his father, and his practice was 
largely before the State Court of Appeals. 
He had been a member of the Legislature, 
State's Attorney of Worcester County, May- 
or of Ocean City, and had frequently been 
mentioned for Congress. He also received 
a number of votes in the Legislature for 
United States Senator in 1892 when Charles 
H. Gibson was chosen to fill out the unex- 
pired term of his father, the late Senator 
Wilson. He married Miss Ewing, member 
of a prominent St. Louis family. She, with 
a daughter and five eons, survives him.

ELLINWOOD HELD FOR PERJURY 


Loan Broker Bound Over on Charge 
of False Swearing to Get an 
Attachment. 


w. J. Ellinwood, a loan broker in the Bal- 
timore Building, 21 Quincy street, was held 
to the grand jury yesterday by Justice Rich- 
ardson on a charge of perjury. The case 
involves the establishing of a legal prece- 
dent on a much mooted point. The com- 
plainant is Edward Insley, a member of the 
Political committee of the Civic federation, 
and the prosecution has had the informal 
support of this and other reform organiza- 
tions. 

Since the publication in THs TRIBUNE on

The charge of perjury against Ellinwood 
was based on an affidavit for an attachment 
issued by Justice Hotaling of the Town of 
Lake, on complaint of Ellinwood, alleging 
that Mr. Insley was about.to leave the State 
and conceal his effects in order to hinder his 
creditors. Mr. Insley had been surety on 
certain notes held by Ellinwood, but claimed 
a legal defense.

‘*but at the earnest request of some of my 
associates in the Civic federation, and of 
other friends, I determined to prosecute the 
case to the end.

What man would dare in the way of 
at*aining his ambitions, he dared, and when 
he was compelled to go a step farther by the 
influence of his wife, his courage failed him 
and he fell a prey to cll kinds of supersti- 
tious fears. He was just as ready to strike 
a blow for power as she was, but he hada 
conscience and that made all the difference.

CONTEST AT CHURCH FAIR. 


With the consent of numerous command- 


number of men on the force are now engaged 
in attempting to secure for James M. Mark- 
ham, private secretary to Chief of Police 
Kipley, a diamond star. 

Markham is one of the principals ima vot- 
ing contest at a fair in progress in the 
Church of Our Lady of Mount Carmel, pop- 
ularly known as Father O’Brien’s church, 
Wellington and Bissell streets, Lake View. 

The other‘contestant is Joseph Schwab, 
a Lake View politician, and the diamond star 
prize is attractive. So lively has the contest 
become that a large share of the police force 
is taking a hand in an attempt to land the 
Chief's. secretary a winner. 


Rules of the Force. 


The rules of the Police department and 
the civil service rules provide that no mem- 
ber of the Police department shall accept 
any present without the consent of the 
Chief of Police; upon pain of dismissal from 
the force. Itis also stipulated that members 
of the department shall not be solicited to 
contribute to the purchase of any present 
for any member of the force. 

So rigidly has this rule been enforced in 
the past that within six months certain 
members of the detective bureau were pro- 
hibited from taking up a collection to pur- 
chase flowers to lay on the coffin of a dead 
comrade. 

But in the present instance members of 
the police force have been solicited to con- 
tribute to a fund to be used to secure for 
Markham the coveted star, and command- 
ing officers, it is stated by certain policemen, 
have caused the word to be quietly passed 
along among the men that it would be to 
their interests to dive down into their pock- 
ets for a dollar or two to aid in pinning a 
gem-studded star on the breast of the Chief's 
secretary. 


Effect on the Men. 


Owing to this many policemen who feel 
that they can ill-afford to spare the money 
for such a purpose say they have reluctantly 
become subscribers to the fund, fearing a 
refusal would incur the displeasure of their 
commanding officers. 

Others have willingly contributed, until 
the purse from the Police department has 
given Markham a great boost in the ballots, 
and Schwab's friends will be compelled to 
work hard to overcome the lead thus secured 
by Markham. 

Last night was a Markham night at the 
fair. A dozen of his stanchest friends at 
detective headquarters attended the enter- 
tainment, taking with them a fat sum of 
money with which to swell the ballots in his 
favor. A score of uniformed policemen were 
present, and with influence and money 
sought to “land their man aie winner.’’ 
Schwab's friends, who denounce the meas- 
ures adopted by the Police department, de- 
clare they will yet win. 


. Talk Among the Police. 


What action will be taken by the Mayor 
and Civil Service commission in Markham’s 
ease when the facts are made known to 
them is a subject of discussion in the Police 
department. In case any action is taken 
Markham may not be the only one to be 
taken to task. He may have for company 
several Lieutenants, a dozen sergeants, and 
scores of patrolmen. 

“IT hope an investigation of this affair will 
bé ‘made,”’ said an old policeman last night. 
“IT am tired of being ‘shaken down’ this 
way every few months, and think it is time 
it was stopped. 

“ As it now stands a man can either give 
up his money or take a chance on losing his 
job, as it is easy enough for a commanding 
officer to take a man before-the Trial board 
on trumped-up charges in case his displeas- 
ure is incurred. I think the Mayor and Chief 
should put a stop to it, and I believe they 
will when they learn the facts.’’ 


ALL IN A TANGLE OVER LARSON. 


Sweden, the United States, Illinois, and 
Cook County Involved in an In- 
sane Pauper’s Case. 


August Larson has tied into a diplomatic 
knot the Cook County board, the Staté de- 
partment of the United States, the Governor 
of Illinois, and the Kingdom of Sweden and 
Norway. 

Larson is an insane pauper, a native of 
Sweden, and a naturalized citizen of the 
United States. While on a visit to his home 
in Sweden he became deranged and, as he 
was without means, a charge on the govern 
ment. He lived fora year in Chicago. 

Governor Tanner yesterday passed the 
official correspondence in. the case on to 
President Healy. It shows that the Swedish 
government wrote to Secretary of State 
Sherman asking the deportation of Larson 
and his family to the United States. Assist- 
ant Secretary Day wrote to Governor Tan- 
ner asking him to take action and offering 
to codperate with him. Governor Tanner 
replied that he had no funds for the return 
of Larson and that he would turn the case 
over to the commissioners of Cook County. 

President Healy presented a communica- 
tion to the County board saying he did not 
believe the county was Hable in the matter 
and that he thought the steamship company 
which transported Larson to Sweden should 
be held liable. The County board referred 
the correspondence to the Public Service 
committee. It was instructed to look up 
Larson's record to determine whether or not 
he is a citizen, as reported. 

When action is taken the position of the 
board will be communicated to Governor 
Tanner. He will communicate with Secre- 
tary Day, and the latter will acquaint Sec- 
retary Sherman. The position of the gov- 
ernment will then be conveyed to the Swed- 
ish legation at Washington and it will notify 
the home government. 

Meantime Mr. Larson and his family will 
remain in Sweden at the expense of his na- 
tive government. 


ECKELS HERE TO LEARN ROPES. 


Visits the Commercial National Bank, 
Whose Presidential Duties He 
‘Will Assume. 


Controller James H. Eckels, who is the 
newly elected President of the Commercial 
National Bank, has arrived in Chicago and

Mr. Eckels has been intending to reach 
this city for some days in order to talk 
over the affairs of the Commercial National 
with the directors, but has been delayed in 
Washington by a serious accident to one of 
his children. He visited the Commercial 
National Bank yesterday and exchanged 
greetings with its officials, both those who 
will and those who willstay. He was too 
ti from his journey, however, to be in- 
terviewed on public questions.

COUDOT WAS NOT GUILTY. | 


Chief Justice Has Positive Proof 
| ‘of the Fact. 


BEST KIND OF AN ALIBL 


Grand Forks, N. D., Nov. 15.—[Special. ]— 
* The mob who lynched the Indians at Will- 
lamsport last night hung an innocent man, 
and I have ample documentary evidence of 
that fact.’’ 

Such are the words of Chief Justice Corliss 
of the North Dakota Supreme Court in an 
interview. The Chtef Justice continued as 
follows: 

*“Coudot, in whose case a new trial was 
recently ordered by the State Supreme Court, 
was convicted on the unsupported evidence 
of two others, who were confessed murder- 
ers, and in the face of the strongest kind 
of an alibi by Dr. Ross, agency physician of 
Standing Rock, whose positive statement 
that Coudot was ‘at home and acted as an 
interpreter for him at the very time of the 
murder is sustained by the doctor’s mem- 
orandum book, in which a note was made 
at the time of his visit. » The doctor’s verac- 
ity is unquestioned. 


Two Previous Confessions. 


“A further fact is that the two self-con- 
fessed murderers above referred to, Philip 
Ireland and Paul Holy Track, had made two 
previous confessions in neither of which did 
they implicate Coudot. 

** The lynching of the two confessed mur- 
derers may not be so reprehensible, but 
there is no question whatever that they 
would have been hung for the crime had the 
law been allowed to take its course. The 
lynching of Coudot was as foul a murder, 
as unjustifiable, as hideous, as the murder 
of the Spicer family. Coudot was only a 
halfbreed, but it is murder no less on that 
account.” : 


Only Witnesses Are Lynched. 


Bismarck, N. D., Nov. 15.—An interesting 
legal question is presented by yesterday's 
lynching of three of the Spicer murderers. 
Two of the men, Holytrack and Ireland, 
were the State’s witnesses, and without their 
testimony the State has no case against the 
two surviving murderers. There is. there- 
fore, now no possibility of convicting them 
before any tribunal for the reason that the 
State’s witnesses, self-confessed accom- 
plices of the murder, are dead. At thecom- 
ing term of court, when the two men are 
arraigned for trial, they must be dismissed, 
It is claimed the majority of the lynchers 
were from Winona, where the crime was 
committed, but nothing certain is known 
as none of the men has been identified. 

As a precaution against the possibility 
that mob law would be meted out to Black- 
hawk and Defender, Sheriff Taylor today 
removed the two from the jail to the State 
penitentiary, one mile east of this. city, 
where they will remain until their cases are 
disposed of by the court. 


PROGRESS OF THE NOVAK TRIAL 


State Completes Its Case and the De- 
fense Introduces Its First 
*  $Witnesses, 


Vinton, Ia., Nov. 15.—[Specia!.]—The State 
Closed its case in the Novak murder trial 
today, having examined thirty-two wit- 
nesses, and made a strong case. The de- 
fense demanded that the twelve more wit- 
nesses named in the indictment be exam- 
ined, but the court overruled. The State 
made more points by the evidénce taken 
today. One was that the fire could not have 
started from Novak's store's private gas 
plant; that the blood clot In Murray’s skull 
was caused by a fracture; and that this 
would not have resulted from asphyxiation 
or intoxication: The defense made the 
points that Murray's skull was thinner than 
the ordinary; that blood would be redder by 
death from coal gas asphyxiation; that this 
clot was noticed to be redder; and that No- 
vak had bought morphine, with which he 
proposed to drug whisky in order to entrap 
burglars. 

M. D. Snavely of Eldora, who put in No- 
vak’s gas plant, explained that gas could 
not get into the building through the two 
valves, as he found them closed two days 
after the fire. William Park of Fairfax 
testified that two days after the fire the 
valves in the gas pipes coming into Novak's 
store from the private gas plant were cicsed@ 
so that he could not open them. The State 
closed its case at 5 o’clock. 

Novak's first witness, Joseph Dostal, a 
Cedar Rapids druggist, said Novak had pur- 
chased morphine at his store to put into 
whisky to drug burglars. C. D. Van Vech- 
ten of Cedar. Rapids, an insurance agent, 
testified in regard to his#torrespondence 
with Novak, one letter from Novak stating 
he wanted an increase of $25,000 in his in- 
surance. Novak will probably have thirty- 
five witnesses and will himself go on the 
stand.

Among other matters 
acted upon favorably was the following 
proposition:

said lease. That the Tribune company, for 
and in consideration of the waiving of said 
revaluation clayse, is to put..upon lots 12, 
13, 14, 15, and 16 of block 142, within five 
years from Dec. 1, 1897, improvements of the 
value of not less than $300,000.”’ 

Mr. Harris moved that the proposition be 
accepted, and in doing so said it was a mct- 
ter of congratulation for the board to know 
that the property is to be improved.

Declares He Is from St. Louis and Con-~- 
‘ fesses That He Has Fleeced Chicago 
Women by His Trick — Patrolman 
Ryan Follows and Traps the Fel- 
low at Mrs. A. 0. Hall’s House, 778 
Walnut Street—Fifty Victims Mourn 
Good Change fer a Bad Bill. 


By arresting a man who gives his name as 
George B. Wilson, 1714 Pine street, St. Louis, 
Mo.,- the police have captured the profes- 
sional room-renter who has been swindling 
‘Chicago women out of $7 each by renting $3 
quarters, paying for them in a Confederate 
$10 bill and getting $7 in good money for 
change. , 

Wilson confessed that he was the person 
wanted. 

Policeman Ryan of the Warren Avenue 
Station was sauntering along Kedzie ave- 
nue,. near Lake street, late yesterday aft- 
ernoon when he saw a well-dressed man 
who was‘ walking briskly down Kedzie ave- 
nue and noticed marks of identification of 
the ‘‘ room-renter’”’ as sent out in police bul- 
letins. The policeman followed him. 

The man entered the home of Mrs. A. O. 
Hall, 778 Walnut street. Ryan waited out- 
side. When Wilson reappeared the police- 
man asked him to return with him for an- 
other interview with the woman. The man 
affected surprise and then became indignant, 
but the patrolman was inexorable. The po- 
liceman beat a tattoo on the door, and when 
Mrs. Hall answered he asked to see the bill 
which she had just accepted from the 
stranger. The woman's surprise at the na- 
ture of the request changed to consternation 
when upon examination she saw that she 
had accepted a $10 Confederate bill covered 
with green powder in lieu of her hard earned 
$7 and a rent receipt. 

Ryan marched his man to the patrol box. 

At the station he gave his name as George 
B. Wilson of 1714 Pine street, St. Louis. 
Nine $10 Confederate bills were found in his 
shoe and two in his pocket, as was a package 
of the green powder used in making his 
money look like Uncle Sam's. A little cross- 
questioning on the part of the Lieutenant 
and Wilson was induced to confess that he 
had been guilty of many other similar 
swindles. 
* Detectives are looking up complaints in his 
case, anti the police say that there are over 
fifty women who in the last few months have 
described how this man swindled them with 
his Confederate money. One of them, Mrs. 
Kate Duntenback, 89 Park avenue, called 
and identified Wilson. 

For a long time the poitce bulletin has con- 
taine@® a description of Wilson and an 
urgent call for his apprehension, The last 
bulletin appeared on Thursday and reads as 
follows: 

Passing Confederate money: Arrest a man, 30 
years, 5 feet 8 or 9 inches, 165 pounds, light hair 
and mustache.

A PARAGRAPH which appeared in THE 


state that while there are still remaining 
about 600,000,000 acres of public lands in 
the United States hardly any of it is arable, 
and yet most of the land now occupied “ is 
quite capable of supporting ‘a population 
a hundred fold greater than is now subsist- 
ing on it.” It is apparent at a glance that 
the latter statement is an overstatement. 
Assuming the present population to be 70,- 
000,000 it would be tantamount to saying 
that this country could support seven billion 
people, or five times the present population 
of the earth. There is at the utmost not 
to exceed 700 million acres on which any 
food can. be produced, but it is asserted in 
effect in the above statement that over 
seventy persons can be fed from one acre 
of ground. The fact is that if this country 
had three times its present population peo- 
ple would feel pretty ‘uncomfortably 
crowded, almost as much so as in China. 
They would have to import large quantities 
of food from other countries to keep from 
starving to death. 


WOTE ISSUING NOT LEGITIMATE BANKING 

Those. persons whose ideal currency is 
one issued by the banks and redeemable 
by them—perhaps—have one stereotyped 
statement. That is: “It is high time the 
government got out of the banking busi- 
ness.” Before assenting to that it is de- 
sirable to find out what these persons mean 
by “ the banking business.” 

Does that business embrace the coining 
or issuing of credit money? Whoever as- 
serts that such is the case is in error, for 
the issuance of such money is a function 
of the general government. Banks never 
should be given authority to issue legal 
tender money. A bank note, properly 
speaking, is only a promise to pay on de- 
mand a certain sum of legal tender money 
coined hy the general government. 

Legitimate banking, beneficial to the 
public, consists in loaning the money of 
the bank to borrowers on good and safe 
security; in receiving and keeping safely 
the money deposited with the bank by its 
customers—loaning out so much of the same 
as can be done on safe collateral security 
for repayment; for buying “ paper,” dis- 
counting notes of hand, and other securi- 
ties; selling drafts and exchange, ete. But 
these legitimate functions do not include 
coining paper money or issuing the notes 
of the bank to pass as money. ° 
This governmental function of coin- 
ing paper money, which the banks have 
usurped, interferes with the discharge by 
the latter of their legitimate duties. That 
is peculiarly the case when there is a 
tight money market. Then the business- 
men and the labor-employing classes-are 
forced to the wall by the banks in order 
that the latter may be the better able tu 
protect themselves. 

Suppose a bank is allowed by law to 
invest its capital in United States bonds 
which draw a low rate of interest and de- 
posit those bonds with the Treasury de- 
partment at Washington, receiving for 
them in notes the par of the bonds or 90 
per cent of that par. Suppose it is pro- 
vided that these notes must be redeemed in 
“legal tender gold ” on demand. 

Then, in seasons of monetary stringency 
or when there is a panic, the chief solicitude 
of the bank will be to be prepared to meet 
a “run” on it for gold redemption of its 
notes in gold—its capital being all or mostly 
locked up in its federal bonds deposited to 
secure the redemption of its notes. 

The bank has two burdens to carry—two 
duties to perform. One is to pay out to its 
depositors their money on call, and the 
other to redeem its notes in gold on call 
of the holders. A failure to do either is 
fatal. 

It ean only do both by disobliging its cus 
tomers—making them pay up what they 
owe the bank, no matter how that discom- 
modes them. 
their notes or continuing them. And by 
pinching and skinning its customers must 
manage somehow to get the money needed 
to meet the demands of depositors and note, 
holdets. That has always been the ex- 
perience with banks which issued notes re- 
deemable in gold on demand. 

It must not be forgotten that the “ re- 
form” plan proposes that the banks shall 
redeem in gold on demand. And between 
what they will have to pay for the United 
States bonds to secure their “ circulation ” 
and money held in reserve at Washington 

nd in the bank all of their capital will 
be locked up. The scheme to allow the 
banks to issue notes against their deposits 
—that is, against their depositors’ money— 
is a reckless wild-cat proposition, inviting 
a collapse of the bank at the first littie 
financial flurry or stringency of the money 
market. Every bank doing business on that 
plan will intensify and add to a panic. 
But the cry is: “ Let the government get out 
of the banking business.” Who furnishes 
‘the credit that sustains the value of the 
security on which the bank notes are based? 
Is it not the federal government? Is it not 
its credit that makes the bonds worth any- 
thing? If it had poor credit, how much 
would a 3 per cent bond be worth? Perhaps 
30 or 40 cents on the dollar or less, 

Suppose the general government could 
not or would not pay the interest on its 
bonds in gold, but paid it in silver, what 
would they be worth? Not half what they 
now are. If the zovernment is able to keep 

the market-selling price of 3 per cent bonds 
at or above par in gold, why cannot it be 
able to issue legal tender United States 
notes and keep them at par with gold when 
the holders want them redeemed in the 
yellow metal? It can be done with the 
utmost ease if Congress authorizes the 
President and Secretary of the Treasury to 
sell as many gold bonds for gold from 
time to time as may be needed to redeem 
such of its greenbacks as the holders may 
ask gold for. 

When the government supplies the people 
with a safe currency in accordance with 
the above plan and the banks go out of 
the ncte issuing business, then the latter 
will be able to devote themselves exclusive- 
ly to the banking business. - They will be 
in a position where they can tise their 
capital and. resources freely and fully, to 
take care of their depositors and to accom- 
modate their customers. | 

When there is an urgent demand for ac- 
commodcation, owing to some financial stress 
and strain, then all the banks will have to 


which they own or which they can buy or 
borrow, to the Treasury and get their face 
value in greenbacks. 

Those greenbacks, which will serve to re- 
lieve the monetary stringency in the money 
market, will flow back ‘to the banks when 

Matters have quieted down. Then the 
banks will take those greenbacks back to 
the Treasury and reclaim their bonds. 
They will, however, forfeit the in

THE REWARD OF SUPERIOR ABILITY. 

At the Social Democratic meeting held 
on Sunday the orator of the occasion re- 
peated the old statement that, since the 
workingmen produced everything, they 
should have all they produced. Employers, 
he asserted, were leeches on society. Be- 
coming personal in his remarks, he declared 
that Mr. Deering, the head of the harvester 
works which bear his name, has no right to 
the surplus profits of those works. Inother 
words, they should be divided among the 
*“ producers.” 

There is one thing which workingmen do 
not produce and whichemployersdo. That 
is the opportunity to work—to produce com- 
modities. The employers provide a market 
for labor, in which market that labor can 
be exchanged at once formoney. The Deer- 
ing works give to several thousand men 
an opportunity which they would not other- 
wise enjoy to make money by converting 
into agricultural implements the wood and 
steel paid for and provided by the employer. 
Iiis buildings and his machinery are put 
at their disposal so they may work to greater 
advantage. 

Yet the Socialist orator who aired his 
views on Sunday does not think Mr. Deer- 
ing is entitled to any reward for having 
provided labor all these opportunities. He 
thinks he ought to be paid the average rate 
of wages that the- workmen get. He does 
not think Mr. Deering should receive any- 
thing for the special business ability he 
possesses. He should exercise it for noth- 
ing if he exercises it at all. 

The essential principle of socialism is that 
no man shall reap any advantage from 
natural endowments which the rank and 
file do not possess. All men to whom nature 
has been specially kind must be handi- 
capped. The trades unions act on this prin- 
ciple as much asthey can. There are work- 
men who if left free to act could do twice 
as much work and earn twice as much 
money as other workmen in the same trade. 
But the unions insist that those superior 
workmen shall not profit by their superi- 
ority. They are ordered to do less work 
than they can, and hence earn less money. 

Some persons have fine voices and can 
command a hundred times the wages paid 
a chorus singer. Some persons can write 
books which are popular and bring them 
in large returns.. Other writers cannot. 
Some men have business faculty in a 
marked degree and can manage successfully 
great mercantile establishments and im- 
mense manufactories. To other men par- 
simonious nature has denied the ability to 
run successfully a fruit stand or a cobbler’s 
shop. 

Most men are of the opinion that those 
who have special gifts should be allowed 
to use them and profit by their use. They 
may grumble sometimes that they are not 
equally fortunate, but they do not propose 
to handicap those who have been more 
fortunate than they have been. 

The Socialists do. They are as a rule 
men of limited ability, who will not en- 
deavor to make good that lack of special 
ability by industry and frugality. They 
hate work. They want others to work for 


them and provide them with food and. 


drink. They assume that all men ought 
to have been made exactly alike. Then 
nobody would have been better than any- 
body else. 

Nature has made men unlike. Socialism 
proposes to reorganize society so that al] 
men shall be treated as if they were ex- 
actly alike. The absurdity of such a 
project is the best guarantee that it never 
will be carried out. 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE TEMPLE DEDICATED 

Much significance attaches to the dedi- 
cation of the First Church of Christ, 
“ Scientist,” in Chicago last Sunday. ‘The 
money required for the construction of the 
temple, which amounted to more than $100,- 
000, was all obtained without difficulty, and 
the result is that the followers of the new 
cult now have one of the most commodious 
and beautiful places of worship in the 
city. 

This means that the persons who literally 
accept Jesus’ teachings are increasing, en- 
thusiastic, ‘and devoted. Probably there is 
of Chistians who so entirely 
believe the word as the Christian Scientists 
do. They are not content with acknowl- 
edging that heavenly grace will save the sin- 
ner, nor do they admit that works without 
faith are sufficient to guarantee admittance 
into the New Jerusalem. They insist, like 
the antinomians of other days, that faith is 
the essential thing, and nothing, in their 
view, is impossible to faith. But they do 
not stop at that, and their works are nu- 
merous and unremitting. The main thing, 
however, they tell us, is the faith which 
moves mountains and heals the sick. 

It may not be so, but then again it may; 
at least it is certain that the fear which 
makes corpses of many yellow fever victims 
and subjects not a few of us té imaginary 
maladies can be controlled by the faith the 
Christian Scientists preach. So the growth 
and ‘prosperity of the Eddyites is to be re- 
garded as a blessing rather than an injury, 
for, while they do no harm, they surely do 
much good. —

WHY PERKINS SHOULD BE REPUDIATED. 
The Twenty-second Ward Democratic 


club is made up of men who refuse to ac- 
cept the dumpy Oil Inspector, Burke, as 
their boss. Therefore as Perkins, the 
Democratic candidate for Congress, is 
Burke’s man, the club refuses to support 
Perkins. 

The glub asked that primaries be held 
to elect delegates to the Congres@ional con- 
vention so the party and not the bosses 
might make the ndmination. That request 
was refused, The bosses selected the dele- 
gates, three-fourths of whom were City 
Hall “ sixty-day ” appointees—a subservient 
gang. 

The club is afraid that if there is no ef- 
fective protest all future conventions may 
be held in the same way as that of last 
month, and a little group of ward bosses will 
pick out all the candidates. Therefore the 
club proposes to see if it cannot settle the 
“boss rule issue” by knocking out Per- 
kins. It argues that no political harm will 
be done as. Congress is so heavily Re- 
publican. 

So these Twenty-second Ward Democrats 
propose to help beat Perkins in order to 
give Boss Burkearap. They could give a 
much more dignified reason than _ that, 
They could declare that they are going 
to oppose Perkins because he is for rotten 
money—because he is anxious to injure 
every one of them, along with the cther 
residents of the district he desires to repre- 
sent. 3 

Perkins favors the unlimited coinage of 
legal tender 40-cent silver dollars to be used 
retroactively in the settlement of existing 
contracts based on the gold standard 100- 
cent dollar. If this were done every mem- 
ber of the Twenty-second Ward club who 
has a claim for money on any bank, cor- 
poration, company, or individual would lose, 
no matter how that claim was secured, 60 
per cent of what was due him. 

Since these Twenty-second Ward Demo- 
crats see that Perkins proposes -to rob 
them, why should they not vote against 
him? His policy if carried out would breed 
a panic which would throw Democratic 
workingmen out of work and keep them 
out. That panic would bankrapt Demo- 
cratic shopkeepers and manufacturers. It 
would leave without tenants the stores, 
houses, and flats owned by Democrats 
thronghout the United States. So why 
should North Side Democrats vote for Per- 
kins? 

Self-preserv ation and not the desire to 
smash the oleaginous Burke should be the 
reason assigned by the club for voting 
against Perkins. The real objection to him 
is not that he is Burke’s man, but that he is 
Bryan’s man. Bryan is a dangerous dema- 
gogue. Burke is an insignificant though 
disagreeable ward politician. The club 
should issue a new manifesto. 


AN OBJECT LESSON. 

The traditional “ Sick Man of the East” 
is in trouble again. This time it is not 
Greece nor the Armenians who are vexing 
the “Sublime Porte,” but a more formi- 
dable neighbor represented in the govern- 
ment of Austria-Hungary. This will be all 
the more annoying to the Sultan in view of 
the skill with which he has held “the 
allies” at bay while allowing his faithful 
subjects to rob and massacre the Armenians 
and his recent success in the Greco-Turk- 
ish war. 

The cause of the “ unspeakable Turk’s ” 
new trouble is characteristic, but, for the 
reasons given, no less surprising. It is sim- 
ply another case of Turkish bad faith. An 
Austrian merchant named Brazzafoli, who 
also acted as agent of the Austrian Lloyd 
Steamship company at Mersina, Asia 
Minor, was accused of the crime of befriend- 
ing fugitive Armenians and even of secur- 
ing for some of the most necessitous cheap 
passage to enable them to escape from their 
Turkish oppressors. For this crime he was 
expelled from Mersina, but, on the protest 
of the Austrian government, was permitted 
to return. Then came a new phase of the 
situation when the merchant was maltreat- 
ed by the local authorities, and the Aus- 
trian Consul, who attempted to protect him, 
was subjected to insult. 

Now it appears that the Austrian govern- 
ment has ordered one of its cruisers to Mer- 
sina to protect its consulate and sent a 
strong note to the Porte demanding an 
apology and dismissal! of the local govern- 
ors responsible for the indignity committed 
against its subjects and representatives, 
In default of this it has instructed the Aus- 
trian Minister to demand his passports and 
quit Constantinople. If the facts are as re- 
ported by the Associated Press the prompt 
and decided action of the Austrian govern- 
ment is worthy of all praise. 

This ‘case should furnish an instructive 
object lesson to our own government. Had 
the United States government acted with 
the same decision and energy when the 
rights of American citizens were violated 
and its official representatives insulted in 
Cuba, there is reason to believe that the 
bloody Cuban war would have been brought 
to an end 1 months ago. 


BLANCO’S CONCILIATION POLICY. 

If reports from Havana and Madrid are 
to be credited the Spanish government 
would appear to have: entered in earnest 
upon its promised policy of conciliation in 
Cuba. Evidence of this is found in the 
abandonment of the policy of “ rounding 
up” th® non-combatants in camps devised 
by General Weyler and carried out so ef- 
fectively that 150,000 of them have starved 
during the last year. 

The new Governor General has a hard 
task to perform, however, in removing sus- 
picion regarding the motives of the gov- 
ernment in offering relief after their long 
experience under Weyler’s oppressive and 
bloody rule. 

A not less significant step on the part of 
the new administration has been the grant- 
ing of amnesty to a number of prominent 
insurgents, a policy in direct opposition to 
that pursued by Weyler. This, as it ap- 
pears, has gone to the extent of authorizing 
General Blanco to extend a full pardon to 
the prisoners captured on the filibustering 
steamer Competitor—a case which was the 
cause of much irritation between Weyler 
and Consul General Fitzhugh Lee. If this 
report shall be confirmed it will be widely 
accepted as evidence of sincerity on the part 


of the Spanish government in its changed 


policy, whatever may be the motive for it. 
Fuller details regarding the tenor of 
Premier Sagasta’s reply to Minister Wood- 
ford’s note give to it a more amicable spirit 
than the first attributed to it. In fact, 
while giving assurance of a purpose to cor- 
rect the abuses which were the ground of 
so much complaint under the Weyler ad- 
ministration, it is accompanied with the 
strongest professions of friendship for the 
American people. The plan of autonomy is 


being worked out in detail,.and it is even in-

little doubt that they would- have been ac- 
@epted by’the mass of the insurgents. 

* In the meantime the Spanish government 
is not without grounds for serious anxiety 
at home.’ These grow out of the rumored 
preparations of the Carlists for an uprising 
and the disposition of the enemies of the 
Sagasta Cabinet to make a hero of General 
Weyler. There are indications of a com- 
bination of Socialists, Republicans, and 
Liberals of an opposite character, which 
Events 
will therefore be watched with intense in- 
terest until after Weyler’s arrival, which 
is expected about the 19th. Meanwhile 
General Blanco has begun well. But how 
long will his conciliatory policy remain in 
operation? 


CANADA’S NATIONAL ASPIRATIONS. 

Upon his recent return from the Victoria 
jubilee Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Canadian 
Premier, announced that at last Canada is 
a nation and no longer a colony. In his 
speech at the Montreal Board of Trade ban- 
quet given in his honor in September last 
he said: “ The last of the shackles which 
still reminded us of the colonial period has 
fallen from our limbs. We are free today 
and we area nation.” In further explana- 
tion of the situation he said he did not mean 
that Canada was less British than it al- 
ways had been, but that now it had com- 
plete control of its‘own affairs. 

It will occur to careful observers that the 
Canadian Premier is a little previous in his 
bloviation over Canada’s independence. It 
is true that Canada of late years has made 
some progress towards complete home rule, 
but it is not yet complete. There are some 
shackles yet left. There will always be a 
conventional shackle so long as a British 
Governor General is its nominal ruler. 
There will always be a real shackle so long 
as it cannot make a treaty direct with any 
other nation, not even the United States, 
and so long as it is held by that shackle so 
long it will not be free. If Great Britain 
should refuse to sanction a proposed treaty 
Canada would be powerless. This is not 
the attitude of a free nation. 

Canada should now go a step further and 
claim the treaty-makiug right. It should 
demand absolute freedom of action in its re- 
lations to other countries, without dictation 
from the mother country. When that is 
once accomplished there will remain only 
a sentimental connection between Canada 
and Great Britain, and that would grad- 
ually grow weaker until it finally disap- 
peared. Then Canada would become in 
name and in reality an independent repub- 
lic and would reach the national conditions 
this country secured 120 years ago. Then, 
in the fullness of time, the Canadian repub- 
lic would decide to join its fortunes with 
those of the great American republic. But 
Canada is not yet free nor is it a nation, 


AN INDISCREET CONSUL. 

The newly appointed Consul at Cardiff, 
Wales, a Chicagoan named Phillips, seems 
to have been making a fool of himself. He 
delivered a public address recently in which 
he stated that drunkenness and prostitution 
flourish in Chicago, and that New York 
“is now a nest of corruption and Tammany 
thieves.” 

Then he proceeded to state that, bad as 
Chicago and New York were, in some re- 
spects Cardiff was much worse. There was 
more open drunkenness, forinstance. This 
remark incensed the people of Cardiff, who 
were rather pleased as long as the Consul 
confined himself to abusing American cities. 

All that Mr. Phillips had to say was in 
very bad taste, It was not his place to dis- 
cuss the morals of American or foreign 
cities. He was sent te Cardiff to certify 
invoices report on the condition of the tin- 
plate and other local industries, and trans- 
act whatever other consular business 
might have to be attended to. He was not 
sent there to moralize on drunkenhess. 

The State department is considering 
whether to reprimand him or recall him.

lack of personal popularity on the part of 
General Tracy. On the contrary, he enjoyed 
before his nomination as great popularity 
with the mass of voters as any candidate 
who could have been named. And it is not 
likely that it has been seriously diminished 
by the result. During a campaign of un- 
precedented bitterness, in which his most 
active supporters scrupled at nothing in the 
way of defamation and abuse of one of his 
opponents, no one assailed his personal char- 
acter. The worst charge brought against 
him was that his relations with Tom Platt 
and his family were so close and intimate 
that, if elected, there was a strong prob- 
ability, amounting almost to certainty, that 
his administration, in its appointments to 
office, its distribution of patronage, and its 
general policy, would be controlled and di- 
rected by a leader in whom the majority of 
the party had lost confidence. His over- 
whelming, almost ignominious, defeat was 
due to no personal unpopularity, nor to any 
lack of confidence in him, but to a total loss 
of confidence in the leader and the leader- 
ship for which he stood. 

Nor was it due to any lack of personal 
popularity that Judge Wallace owed his de- 
feat. Judge Wallace was and still is one of 
the most popular occupants of the bench. 
As a jurist he stands high in his profession; 
as a citizen he is universally beloved and 
esteemed. Yet he was beaten in the State 
by 66,000 votes, which gave McKinley a year 
ago 286,000 majority over Bryan. 

The election, in short, was a vote of lack 
of confidence, in Senator Platt and his 
abhorrent leadership. The Republican 
voters in city and State simply repudiated 
him and his policy, his dictatorial manage- 
ment, his blind obstinacy and stupid folly, 
his graceless, subservient following, and 
all of his and their works. The one thing 
made absolutely plain and unmistakable is. 
that under such leadership the Republican 
party has nothing before it but defeat. 
Dazed and bewildered by the disaster he has 
brought upon the party, the Senator has 
since the election made no sign. Could we 
believe this to be a sign that he appreciates 
the situation and recognizes the call for 
his abdication we should welcome his silence 
as a happy omen for the future. It is to be 
feared, though, that it is not the silence 
of penitence or remorse in which he has 
wrapped himself. More likely his contem- 
plative mood is occupied* with devising 
schemes for rehabilitating himself with the 
remnant of the party he has so sadly shat- 
tered through his influence with the coming 
Legislature. That Legisiature has-before it 
an opportunity to do the Republican party 
of the State of New York, and perhaps of 
the nation, an incalculable service by sim- 
ply recognizing the fact that Mr. Platt and 
his leadership have been repudiated by the 
party and the people, and pursuing a 
straightforward, honest, and honorable 
policy of its own, regardless of his counsels 
or his threats, 


Compulsory Military Service in France 

Much attention has been attracted to a 
very remarkable article from the pen of M. 
Maurice Talmeyr, published by the Figaro. 
He says that the reservists are beginning 
to regard it as a grievance that, after serv- 
ing their regulation three years with the 
colors, they should, whatever may be their 
station in life, their profession, or trade, 
from their twenty-third to their thirtieth 
year, be annually called upon to don the 
private’s uniform and be subjected to the 
disagreeable hardships of a soldier's life to 
prepare for the contingency of a war which 
they all consider in the highest degree im- 
probable. M. Talmeyr adds: 

‘** Every Frenchman from his twenty-th'rd 
to his thirtieth year is now called out for 
his twenty-eight days—rich or poor, peer or 
peasant, the darling of the salons, or the 
inmate of night refuges. He has at a given 
date to report himself at a specified bar- 
rack. There he has to put off his civilian 
attire, and, in exchange, is served with the 
military clothes of the. private. soldier. 
Whether he be a banker, an artist, or a cat~- 
tle driver, itis allthe same. He has to don 
the capote and becomes number so-and-so, 
Some years ago every man submitted cheer- 
fully to the ordeal. Then it was la mode. 
But the principle that every man must be a 
soldier is now getting more uncongenia! to 
our tastes. The tradesman, for whom these 
four weeks of patriotism may be a disaster, 
cannot help thinking of his bills falling due 
at the end of the month, and his military 
zeal is thereby very materially diminished. 
Thus the idea is gaining ground that the 
institution of universal compulsory service 
has somewhat the character of-a national 
scourge. The reservist enters the barracks 
with a feeling of loathing, and after he is 
dismissed. he abhors the idea that he will 
have to go through the ordeal once more. 

M. Talmeyr asks himself the question 
whether an army made up of such elements 
can really be a strong and reliable one, and 
comes to the conclusion that to be a soldier 
requires as strong a vocation as to be a 
priest. I cannot offer an opinion on the sub- 
ject. But I think it right to add that the 
feeling against the present military system 
must be a very strong one to have induced 
so acute a paper as the Figaro to denounce 
it so forcibly.—Paris Correspondence Lon- 
don Standard.

portation. Bankers in Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, and New York say the heavy balance 
of trade in favor of this country has not 
been paid for, but exporters have accepted 
bills of exchange and are now drawing inter- 
est from foreign banks. The farmers have 
received such good prices that the crops 
have moved themselves, and hence much 
jess money has been needed for this purpose 
than usual, the result being that exporters 
are willing to let the money remain abroad, 
where the interest rates are going upward 
owing to the constant drain of American 
exchange. The result will be that before the 
end of the year there will be a much heavier 
import movement than had been anticipated 
even by the friends of the Dingiey 
Today marked the conclusion of 
the first half of November. The cus- 
toms receipts for the thirteen working 
days were $4,768,733, indicating a total for 
the month of nine and a half millions. The 
receipts will probably exceed that figure 
considerably, as importations of dutiable 
goods are daily on the increase. The cus- 
toms receipts for November are likely to 
equal if they do not exceed the figures of 
the same month last year. The deficit for 
the month to date is $5,763,320 and for the 
fiscal year to date $43,772,331. Congress will 
be brought face to face with a deficit of 
$45,000,000 in five months, but the President 
will be able to present figures showing that 
the deficit has reached its maximum and 
will steadily decrease, so that it will be 
wiped out before July 1.

An interesting official report has reached 
here from the Chinese government outlin- 
ing in detalj for the first time the postal sys- 
tem which has just been inaugurated within 
its borders, The transition from a country 
having no postal service save that per- 
formed by customs officers and at exorbitant 
rates by private courier system and through 
the exchange offices established at certain 
ports by a number of foreign countries to 
an empire embracing what promises to 
prove a well regulated imperial postal ad- 
ministration was one of the greatest events 
that has transpired in the postal world for 
a long time, and the first report on the sub- 
ject, which has been made to all the coun- 
tries forming the Universal Posjal union, 
has aroused much interest among postal 
authorities here.: China will enter the postal 
union as soon as her postal administration 
is in such a state of efficiency as to warrant 
the undertaking of international resporsi- 
bility.. The imperial postoffices at present 
are established only rear ports open to for- 
eign residence and trade. Service beyond 
these places will be undertaken by means 
of Chinese mercantile postal firms, who will 
collect postage according to distance, etc., 
and in accordance with tariffs fixed by them- 
selves, but approved by the imperial admin- 

istration. 

Arrangements are now being made or 
have been made for a special kind of co- 
operation with the Russian postoffices along 
the Peking-Kiachta line, with the Hong- 
kong and Macao postoffices for the mutual 
receipt and distribution of mails; and with 
French Indo-China for what is to be done 
along the southern land frontier from Lung- 
chow to Szeao and between Sea Saigon and 
Hanoi and China via Hongkong. Later on 
Manila, Java, and Borneo will be attended 
to, and an undertaking with Japan, mcre 
especially regarding Formosa, and perhaps 
for reciprocal exchange of mails between 
Japan and China, may be desirable. It has 
not been possible to reach perfection at a 
bound. What with local peculiarities, vest- 
ed interests running back for centuries, and 
national aims and feelings to be allowed 
for, a novel and independent kind of action 


is necessary at many points to overcome 


difficulties and insure success. The gov- 
ernment is training a postal staff and en- 
deavoring to get every office as quickly as 
possible in thorough efficiency. 

The report bespeaks the sympathy and co- 
operation of other nations in an undertak- 
ing which concerns the most ancient and 
most letter-writing people in the world, a 
people amongst whom there is but one writ- 
ten language in spite of a great variety of 
spoken dialects, a people which numbers a 
fourth of the human race,.and whose re- 
spect for literature leads them to regard the 
written character with almost superstitious 
reverence. The imperial postal administra- 
tion is destined to gradually extend over the 
whole of the vast empire of China, and it 
is one of the greatest enterprises ever undcr- 
taken in the cause of progress.

EXPORTS FALL OFF A LITTLE. 


Report for October Shows a Slight 
Decrease from Last Year’s 


Figures. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—The month- 
ly statement of the imports and exports, is- 
sued by the Bureau of Statistics, shows the 
exports of domestic merchandise during 
October last to have amounted to $109,- 
583,842, a loss of nearly $2,500,000 as com- 


pared with October, 1896. The imports of 


merchandise during October is shown to 
have been $49,969,813, of which $24,334,- 
333 was free of duty. For the last ten 
months a gain of $79,292,702 is shown over 
the corresponding period of last year in 
the exports of merchandise and a gain of 
$64,555,273 in the imports. 

During last October the exports of gold 
amounted to $310,616, and the imports to 
$11,340,786. The silver exports during Octo- 
ber aggregated $5,225,342 and the imports 
$1,691,661. In. October, 1896, the silver ex- 
ports amounted to $4,794,339 and the im- 
ports $993,440. 


MANDATE IN DURRANT’S CASE. 


No Further Delay by the Supreme Court 
and the Execution Is Probably 
Not Far Off. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—On motion of 
Assistant Attorney General Anderson the 
Supreme Court today decided to issue im- 
mediately its mandate in the Durrant mur- 
der case. No representative of Durrant was 
in court when the motion was made, and the 
court, after a hurried consultation on the 
bench, announced through Chief Justice 
Fuller that the mandate should issue forth- 
with. Mr. Anderson thinks this will settle 
the matter and hasten Durrant’s execution. 
He said he would have made the motion 
sooner but for the necessity of giving no- 
tice to Durrant’s counsel. 

Three opinions were rendered on appeals 
from the court of private land claims, in- 
volving as many land grants in the Territory 
of New Maxico, the grants affected being 
those known as the Pasture, San Antonito, 
and the San Diego grants.

Arbitration Will Be Ignored. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—It is 
probable that the President will make 
no recommendation in his message upon the 
subject of general arbitration. The fact 
he made his views clear on that subject in 
his inaugural address and that no arbitra- 
tion treaty will be pending when the annual 
méssage is sent in makes it unnecessary to 
say anything further on the matter at this 
time. 


AT THE MINISTERS’ MEETING. 


Presbyterians End Creed Revision De- 
bate—Subjects Before Methodists, 
Baptists, Congregationalists. 


The discussion of creed revision was closed 
yesterday in the weekly meeting of the 
Presbyterian clergy. Dr. Gray, editor of 
the Interior, who opened the discussion, 
spoke, as did Dr. Herrick Johnson, Dr. Hale, 
Dr. Withrow, and Dr. Christmas. 

Dr. Gray closed the discussion, saying: 

‘‘The prophet, after summing up a dis- 
cussion similar to this, I judge,said: *‘ What 
is the conclusion of the whole matter?’ 
What has been the conclusion here? Pr. 
Johnson says, ‘ Preach Calvinism.’ I say, 
evangelize our theological seminaries.”’ 

Methodist ministers at their meeting were 
divided on the merits of the paper on 
*‘Christ’s Economics of Distribution,” by 
Professor George D. Herron of Iowa Wes- 
leyan University. Some of them even de- 
clared the meeting should hear the other 
side before thanking Professor Herron. The 
speaker said: 

*‘There is no disputing the fact that we 
are on the verge of a revolution. The world 
is full of evidences of change. What kind 
of a change it shall be depends upon the 
preachers of the gospel.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Charles E. Hewitt, Secretary 
of the Divinity School, University of Chi- 
cago, addressed the Baptist ministers’ meet- 
ing in the Y. M. C. A. Building on ** De- 
nominational Cotperation,” speaking at 
length on the absolute necessity of a thor- 
ough and systematic codperation of all pas- 
tors and workers to combat successfully the 
grave evils of Chicago. 

At the meeting of Congregational minis- 
ters Miss Jane Addams spoke on “ Social 
and Religious Views of Tolstoi,’”’ and Dr. 
G. 8S. F. Savage on the history of the Con- 
gregational Ministers’ union.

Factional Fight in Ohio’s 
Senatorial Contest. 


ACCUSED OF BAD FAITH. 


Governor Bushnell and Senator 
Foraker Work Together. 


CLAIMS OF RIVAL LEADERS. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—The 
alleged anti-Hanna strength in the Legisla- 
ture was today given out as twenty mem- 
bers—seventeen in the House and three Sen- 
ators. The opponents of the Senator say 
with this nucleus they will not find it hard 
to accomplish their end. They say they do 
not expect to receive any strength beyond 
two or three votes, which is in line with 
the Kurtz interview printed Thursday morn- 
ing. Mr. Kurtz, however, claimed that 
Hanna’s defeat would be accomplished 
without any Democratic aid whatever. 

Governor Bushnell has been with the 
anti-Hanna program heart and soul ever 
since the campaign ended. Governor Bush- 
nell and Senator Foraker worked in per- 
fect accord during the campaign. Mr. 
Foraker resisted every attempt of the State 
Executive committee through the campaign 
to send him to close districts, with one or 
two exceptions. He only spoke in the coun- 
ties which are safely Republican, and 
where it was desirable to get out a large 
vote for Governor Bushnell. In one day he 
received many telegrams from prominent 
Republicans and members of the State com- 
mittee asking him to speak in several 
counties which were in danger on the legis- 
lative ticket. A special train was offered 
him, but he refused. He could neither be 
coerced or coaxed. 


Will Be No Caucus. 


There will be no caucus. It is quite pos- 
sible that Mr. Hanna and his lieutenants 
will change his mind on the point before the 
Legislature opens arid insist that there be 
a caucus. But in this event the Foraker 
men will not enter in. They do not see the 
need of going into it, and they will stay out. 
There will be no caucus on either the Sen- 
atorial matter or the organization of the 
Legislature. The Foraker men will know 
what they propose to do. The Hanna men 
will have the fun of finding out.

ROUND-UP OF HANNA’S ENEMIES 


His Own County Said to Oppose Him, 
Seven to Five—McKisson Fac- 
tion Organizes Delegation. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 18.—[New York Sun. ]— 
The anti-Hanna faction organized the legis- 
lative delegation from Cuyahoga County 
today, and the Hanna men are in a panic. 
The Foraker or McKisson faction was 
known to have three of the members— 
Bramley, Mason, and Burke—but when it 
came to a vote Bramley, the McKisson lead- 
er, received seven votes to five for Senator 
Dodge, Hanna’s right-hand man in the dele- 
gation. The same faction elected the sec- 
retary, Representative Bowman. 

The Hanna men on the delegation did not 
dare to demand a vote pledging the delega- 
tion to Hanna, although that had been the 
intention before the vote on chairman. The 
McKisson men are wild with joy and say 
that Senator Hanna will be beaten by the 
votes of his own county. 

After the meeting Senator Burke said: 

‘“*I owe nothing to Senator Hanna, and I 
owe a great deal less to his friends, who tried 
to defeat me at the primaries and at the 
election.”’ 

Representative Mason says that he is not 
pledged to Hanna and will not promise to 
vote for him. Representative Bramley, 
chairman of the delegation, said today that 
he had been approached by a Foraker Re- 
publican from Canton, who told him if it 
was money he wanted he could get as much 
from the Foraker people as from Hanna. 
The man gave the name of Koepner. He is. 
unknown here. 

This is taken as an indication that the 
Foraker men have laid aside the mask and 
are out after Hanna’s scalp. An interview 
comes from Springfield, Governor Bushnell’s 
home, tonight that bears out this supposi- 
tion. The Governor does not mention 
Hanna, and conveys the impression that be 
is himself a receptive candidate. 

The men who voted against Hanna today 
were Burke, Bramley, Mason, Wolcott, 
Beck, Parker, and Bowman. It is doubted 
if Hanna can hold any of these men in line 
if the Foraker men make an open fight. 

The Hanna leaders are worried, but the 
Senator himself still asserts that he will 
win. He asserts that the caucus will be with 
him and the Foraker men will dare not bolt 
the caucus. 

The efforts of Senator Hanna will be along 
the line of forcing the bolters into the cau- 
cus. The stronger McKisson men on the 
local delegation will not say whether they 
will go into caucus or not. Colonel Dick, 
Hanna’s manager, has men out to see every 
man who is regarded as doubtful or open to 
the Foraker influence. 

The war between McKisson and Hanna 
is fast getting beyond the point where con-- 
servative Republicans can control it. Mc- 
Kisson is the leading Foraker representa- 
tive north of Columbus.

J. L. Bennett Writes Regarding Mr. 
Hatch’s Position in the Me- 
_ morial Hall Matter. 


Chicago, Nov, 15.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 
~—In the letter of Mr. Hatch in regard to the 
Memorial Hall, published yesterday, he 
leaves out of consideration the very essence 
of the claims of the Grand Army men, which 
claims are that they commenced and made 
fair progress towards obtaining Dearborn 
Park, or a part thereof, for a memorial hall 
long before the Library board came into the 
deal at all; that through the influence of the 
Grand Army the Legislature was induced 
to make a grant it never would have made 
without such influence; that through the 
same influence many property-owners were 
induced to give their consent. In other 
words, the Grand Army obtained the park 
for the Library board, or at least furnished 
the helping hand without which the park 
never would have been obtained. 

If this contention of the Grand Army ‘4s 
true, how idle it is to talk about donations to 
the veterans. The Library board was never 
composed of men who were giving away the 
people’s money, and before Mr. Hatch went 
in there were others who were just as so- 
licitous for the protection of the people's 
rights as he now is, The board made the 
best bargain it could with thé veterans, and a 
part of that bargain was that a memorial 
hall should be maintained. If four walls 
and some windows are sufficient for the re- 
quirement to maintain, then the duty of the 
board is done after a lease of the walls and 
windows. If, on the other hand, a suitable 
place is to be provided for the end in view— 
a memorial—then it must be made and kept 
fit for the purpose. 

I, as a Grand Army man, claim I am not 
bound by any contract to do less than this. 

Mr. Hatch isn’t going to settle this matter. 
As soon as he gets ready to let the case g0 
out of his control, and perhaps before, it will 
be taken to the full board, and if the board 


thinks as Mr. Hatch does that all the rights.

TRAINS COLLIDE AT GLENCOE. 


Northwestern Freight Crashes Into a 
Passenger, but Nobody Is 
Seriously Injured. 


The local paper train on the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad which leaves the 
Wells Street Depot at 5:10 o’clock in the 
morning was wrecked at Glencoe yesterday 
by a freight train, which crashed into the 
rear end and telescoped the baggage car and 
two coaches.

The paper train returns to Chicago heavily 
laden with suburban passengers, and the 
first of these was taking his seat in one of 
the cars when the crash came. The pas- 
senger, Thomas Grover, was jarred from the 
seat in the first car, and escaped with slight 
bruises. 

After the collision Engineer Downing and 
Superintendent Lawson of the Milwaukee di- 
vision had an altercation; in which the en- 
gineer was prevented from assaulting the 
superintendent only by the intervention of 
members of the wrecking crew. Downing 
was immediately discharged. 

Less than three blocks north of the sta- 
tion there is a signal block, and the signal 
was flashing a danger light when Engineer 
Downing passed it with his freight. The 
signal, however, was obscured by the dark- 
ness and fog, and knowing that the engifie 
would come abreast of the light before it 
could’ be seen, Baggageman Benz of the 
paper train walked some distance north of 
the signal and set two torpedoes on the 
track to warn the engineer that the pas- 
senger train was still standing at the sta- 
tion. But on account of the slight grade, 
the slippery tracks, and the heavy train of 
freight, Engineer Downing could not stop 
his locomotive, and the collision followed.

DR. GUNSAULUS IS RECOVERING 


Surgical Operation Proves Successful 
and He Will Soon Return 
to Chicago. 


Dr. Milton Jay, who recently performed a 
successful operation to save the Rev. Dr. 
Frank Gunsaulus from becoming a cripple 
for life, said yesterday his patient is recov- 
ering as rapidly as could be expected. Dr. 
Gunsaulus is now at Alma, Mich., and he 
hopes to return to Chicago within a few 
weeks. 

The trouble was a bad case of ankylosis 
of the hip, caused by malignant intermittent 
fever which attacked Dr. Gunsaulus last 
April, and finally settled in his right hip 
joint, causing a muscular contraction and 
drawing the leg up at an angle. The joint 
became rigid. The inflammation caused by 
the fever produced a fusion of the joint. 
kuown to medical science as ankylosis, and 
which almost invariably results in a perma- 
nent deformity. The only cure is the most 
radical operation of “ breaking” the joint 
from its fixed position and then moving the 
limb with as much force as is necessary until 
perfect articulation is restored. 

When Dr. Gunsaulus was told a few weeks 
ago that he must undergo the operation or 
remain a cripple for life he instantly decided 
in favor of the heroic treatment.

Binghamton, N. Y., Nov. 13.—On Friday 
evening a seemingly bright mass of fire 
passed through the heavens, and unlike the 
ordinary shooting stars of meteors, which 
seem to disappear from view, it shot straight 
downward and imbedded itself in some land 
near Park avenue, on the outskirts of this 
city. Dr. McDonald, who resides near by 
and witnessed the phenomenon, found the 
place where it struck, and after digging in 
the earth about five feet found the strange 
visitor. It proved to be a round ball about 
two feet in circumference. It was of a dark 
brown color and ofa sandy nature. The ball

‘DEATH OF DR. EVANS. 


EXPIRES SUDDENLY AT HIS ‘RESI- 
DENCE IN PARIS, 


Most Famous Dentist tn the World 
and a Favorite in Court Circles— 
His Enormous Fortune Acquired 
Largely Through Investments— 
Love for His Profession, Which He 
Ever Sought to Elevate—Loyalty to 
the United States, His Native Land.

Paris, Nov. 15.—Dr. Thomas W. Evans, the 
famous American dentist, who facilitated 
the flight of the ex-Empress Eugénie from 
} Paris in 1870, died yesterday evening. 

Dr. Evans never recovered from the shock 


THOMAS W. EVANS. 
of his wife’s death. He died of angina pec- 
toris, after twenty-four hours’ illness. 


Dr. Thomas W. Evans was in Chicago 
several days last September. He had come 
to America to inter the body of his wife at 
Philadelphia, his former home. Several 
weeks after the accomplishment of his sad 
mission Dr. Evans came to Chicago to visit 
with some of his friends. He was the guest 
of Dr. Truman W. Brophy of the Chicago 
College of Dental Surgery. On Sept. 29 he 
attended a dinner given in h!s honor by Chi- 
cago dentists at the Chicago Athletic club. 
From Chicago he returne! direct to Paris, 
the city where he had won his triumphs and 
a fortune. 

While in America Dr. Evans is said to 
have made arrangements to endow schools 
of dentistry in several American colleges. 
He had no children, but several nephews, one 
one of whom he established in the practice 
of dentistry in Paris and who will probably 
be his successor. He had two other nephews 
in America—Colonel Charles F. Muller of 
Otica, N. Y., and J. R. Evans of New York. 


Regard for His Profession. 


Dr, Evans said recently: ‘‘ The greatest 
sorrow I have known was to find my:chosen 
profession deep in the mire. The greatest 
joy of my life, my proudest achievement and 
most satisfied thought, is that I have liftéd 
it up from the mud and placed it on the 
pedestal where it belongs. Year after year 
I worked, and my best reward is to know 
that dentistry is now recognized and hon- 
ored as a profession.’’ 

The secret of the success of Dr. Evans as 

a dentist may be said to be in the fact that 
he was practically the first person to intro- 
duce gold filling for teeth into Europe. 
, Dr. Evans was one of the most distin- 
guished practitioners of dental surgery in 
the world. Born a plain American citizen, he 
was one of the most celebrated Parisians in 
the gay French capital, and was on terms of 
intimacy with the royalty of a continent. 
He had decorations and orders without 
number. His office in Paris was a palace 
and his residence on the Bois de Boulogne a 
marvel of elegance and luxury. Leaving 
America practically penniless, he died leav- 
ing a fortune of over $30,000,000. 

A Parisian of the Parisians, _.Dr. Evans 
was also a good American. He was the 
guardian angel of homesick Americans in 
Paris, and more sought after by his coun- 
trymen than the American Consul. His 
home and his purse were always open to 
people from the Yankee side of the big pond, 
and he was at once the pride and the comfort 
of every American in France. On the Rue 
de la Pompe Dr. Evans built the beautiful 
Lafayette home, where American girls in 
Paris studying music or painting might live 
at a trifling cost and free from the annoy- 
ances they might otherwise have been | ex- 
posed to. 

Dr. Evans was born in Philadelph 
23, 1823. His father was in mA ti ag 
cumstances and took Thomas out of school 
when the boy was only 14 and apprenticed 
him to a silversmith and maker of dental 
appliances, with whom he remained four 
years. He then went into a dentist’s office 
where he staid two more years. He then re- 
moved to Maryland and established himself 
as adentist. After a short time he returned 
to his native State and Settled at Lancaster 
where he built up an extensive practice. His 
early familiarity with metals stood him in 
good stead in his profession, and among his 
claims is the somewhat doubtful one of hav- 
ing been the first to turn the attention of 
the dental world to the possibility of pre- 


serving partially decayed 
cavities with gold. . whens ening 


Locates in Paris. 


Whether it was he or some one t 
made this important discovery is sgl ory 
certain, but it is positive, however, that Dr 
Evans did discover that American dentists 
were far ahead of their brethren in foreign 
lands, So the fat, pudgy little doctor, who 
had carefully trained his mustache so that 
its two points stuck fiercely into the air at 
the proper Parisian angle, gathered up his 
forceps and gold leaf and took himself off to 
Paris. He arrived at an opportune moment. 
His Majesty Emperor Napoleon III. had 
the toothache, and none of the court doctors 
could do anything to relieve it. He was 
called to the palace, and to the great amaze- 
ment of the Parisian doctors performed the 
miracle of filling the decayed roots of the 
Emperor's teeth with gold, and stopping the 
royal pains. 

The Empress Eugénie had, through over- 
indulgence in French bonbons, long suf- 
fered with toothache, but had refused the 
services of the court doctors, who had but 
one remedy for toothache—the forceps. The 
little American tinkered up her teeth, and 
made them more beautiful than they had 
ever been. The Prince Imperial found that 
his teeth needed attention. Dr. Evans was 
called. As there were no more of the royal 
family with bad teeth, Dr. Evans retired 
and filled in the various items of his bill, 
which made a cavity in the royal treasury 
that even his skill could not have filled up. 


Saves an Emperor. 


Dr. Evans is known also as the man who 
made an Emperor. Frederick, father of 
Emperor William II. of Germany, then 
Crown Prince, was suffering from a throat 
affection. Dr. Bergman of Germany and 
Dr. Mackenzie of England performed an 
operation that would have been entirely suc- 
cessful if the patient had not showed signs 
of bleeding to death. They could not stop 
the flow of blood from the cutting they had 
done in operating. Dr. Evans, who had 
stood by only a spectator, was appealed to 
and hurried from the room to the shop of a 
silversmith. The skill he had acquired when 
as a boy he served his apprenticeship to the 
Philadelphia silversmith came‘to his aid. 
Quickly he fashioned a delicate tubé frdin 
silver, and hurrying back to the side of the 
royal patient inserted the tube in the Crewn 
Prince’s throat, stopped the bleeding, re- 
stored easy respiration, and saved,the man’s 
life. To be sure, Frederick did not long

VERDICT FOR MRS. VAN SCHAACK 


Awarded $65,000 Against Her Father- 
in-Law for Alleged Alienation 
of Her Husband’s Affections. 


, New York, Nov. 15.—[Special.]—Mrs. Flor- 
ence Palmer Van Schaack of Bath Beach 
today sécured a verdict for $65,000 against 
Peter Van Schaack of Chicago for alleged 
alienation of the affections of her husband, 
John C. Van Schaack. 

Peter Van Schaack is a millionaire drug- 
gist in Chicago, and moves in exclusive so- 
cial circles. He is Vice President of the Hol- 
and society of Chicago. Mrs. Florence P. 
Van Schaack is his daughter-in-law. Mrs. 
Van Schaack claims that she was married 
to John C. Van Schaack March 18, 1888, 
against the wishes of his father and his en- 
tire family. Her husband's father was so 
angry that he-disinherited his son, telling 
him that he need not return home until he 
could disentangle himself from his wife. 

‘The real animus in the objection, so the 
wife claims, was the fact that young Van 
Schaack was at the time about to make an- 
other match, more brilliant from a financial 
standpoint, with a young woman in Chi- 
cago. Their child, Calvin, was born in 1890. 
Then Van Schaack’s family renewed their 
protestations against his living with his 
wife, and the father, Peter, it is said, of- 
fered his son money inducements to leave 
her. 

The young couple had hard work to sup- 
port themselves, the wife finally joining 
Milton Nobles’ company. Mrs. Van 
Schaack was forced to leave her child in 
the care of friends, and, she claims, it was 
abducted by her husband's friends. Peter 
Van Schaack, the defendant, failed to ap- 
pear, and when the case was tried before 
Sheriff Buttling and a jury today Mrs. Van 
Schaack’s tale of marital hardship melted 
the jury into awarding her $65,000 damages. 


This suit being brought in New _ York 
State, no defense was made by Mr. Van 
Schaack, he prefering suit should be in Illi- 
nois. He is under legal advice both in this 
city and New York, and a judgment ob- 
tained in New York is of no avail in this 
State. He says he has his warpaint on, and 
will fight it when the proper time arrives. 


BETRAYED BY NEWSPAPER ITEM 


Clever Capture of a Postoffice Thief 
by the Poughkeepsie (N. ¥.) 
Police. 


ughkeepsie, N. Y., Nov. 13.—The 
acme - a Massachusetts postoffice 
thief was established tonight by a torn piece 
of newspaper in which he had wrapped his 
booty. On Thursday night 
man, who gave his name as Michael Raffer- 
ty,. applied at the police station here for 
lodging. Sergeant Charles McCabe, against 
his protest searched him and found a pack- 
age of stamps and other small articles in his 
pockets. The property was inclosed in a 
torn fragment of a copy of the Clinton 
(Mass.) Item of Nov. 4. The police at Bos- 
ton were informed of the facts, and this 
morning a dispatch was received from the 
postoffice inspector at Boston to hold the 
man, as he was believed to be connected with 
the robbery of the postoffice at West Boyls- 
ton in that State. Rafferty was sent to jail 
for ten days. Tonight a letter was received 
from Deputy Sheriff Frank H. Baldwin of 
West Boylston giving a description of the 
articles stolen from the postoffice. They 
tally exactly with those found on Rafferty. 
Baldwin inclosed in his letter a newspaper, 
with a triangular piece torn out of it, con- 
cerning which he wrote: 

‘*Inclosed you will find a paper, from 
which I think a piece was torn off to wrap 
the stamps in. See if it fits your piece. It 
lay on the desk beside the postoffice boxes.’”’ 

The two pieces of paper were put together 
and the torn edges matched exactly, the 
whole forming a complete copy of the Clin- 
ton Daily Item of the day of the robbery. 
Chief of Police Welton telegraphed Baldwin 
to come on at once and get his man. If 
Rafferty is convicted Sergeant McCabe will 
receive a reward of $50 from the govern- 
ment.

Metropolitan Compares Poorly. 

The steady increases which Alley “L”’ is 
making each week in traffic promises to soon 
- bring the average totals up to those of the 
- Metropolitan elevated. This latter road is 
carrying not quite 60,000 passengers a day 
yet, while the Alley “ L,’’ though its mileage 
is only 8.56 to the Metropolitan’s 16.80, is 
now carrying over 50,000a day. The Metro- 
politan’s increases since the use of the loop, 
~while large, are considered in many quarters 
to be disappointing—especially as compared 
with the increases of the Alley “ L.”’ 

The trouble with the Metropolitan evi- 
dently is that its trains run too slow, and 
people of the West Side do not find tnat they 
aré saved enough time.

Routine Monday statistics have for some 
time been rather against the wheat market, 
and yesterday’s announcements were in line 
with those of previous weeks. The most 
important item was the American visible 
supply showing. The increase of 2,967,000 
bu was much greater than the most liberal 
estimate. Local stocks increased. 831,000 bu, 
and it is figured that

ments were above 
theoretical require- 
be ments, and nearly as 
: heavy as those of the 
same week last year. 
Total shipments were 
9,261,000. bu, against 
9,247,000 bu the pre- 
vious week, and 9,609,000 bu last season. 
The quantity of wheat on passage increased 
‘(960,000 bu, and the English-visible increased 
896,000 bu. All these increases form a basis 
for expecting a depressing increase in the 
available supply today. Clearances were 
light at the equivalent of 294,000 bu, against 
primary receipts of 1,457,000 bu. ~“North- 
western receipts were 1,336 cars, against 
1,688 a week ago, and 1,249 a yearago. This 
movement, in view of predictions made last 
week, was considered heavy. In a general 
way the feeling, aside from that with ref- 
erence to the December deal, was bearish. 
The volume of trade, however, was e¢x- 
ceptionally light, and the net results for 
the session so far as May wheat is con- 
cerned were unimportant. Best prices were 
made right at the opening. In May they 
approached the call figure. 


Strong Opening on Cables. 

The strength was due to the unexpected 
steadiness of Liverpool cables. On Satur- 
day the general belief was that prices in 
Liverpool would show material concessions. 
Liverpool,’ however, opened steady to led 
lower, and the small loss was soon more 
than recovered. At the close spot wheat 
was unchanged, while wheat for March de- 
livery was %d higher. Paris and Antwerp 
showed no change, notwithstanding the con- 
tinental private advices were bullish. The 
local speculative market covered a range of 
lc, the American visible showing more than 
anything else being responsible for the de- 
cline. The spread between May and Decem- 
ber was about the same as on Saturday. 
The pit trade was not of a kind to excite 
much comment, no particular interest being 
conspicuous. The London Times, which was 
quoted some days ago on the frost damage 
in Argentina, was again quoted as placing 
this damage at 10 per cent. ‘On the other 
hand, its correspondent at Valparaiso says 
the Chile harvest of cereals will be one-third 
greater than last year. Broomhall expressed 
the opinion that Russian shipments will im- 
mediately show a marked reduction and that 
a considerable quantity of grain in the south 
of Russia is icebound. Among the domestic 
dispatches those telling of further relative 
advances in cash wheat in the Northwest 
and of offers being made of ic a bushel for 
cancellation of business done from Duluth 
c. 1. f. Buffalo had some influence. There 
was some little business done in the local 
cash miarket with more working. Local re- 
ceipts were 113 cars. There was a liberal 
inspection, however, into store by lake and 
from mixing houses, Withdrawals from 
store were 72,000 bu. 

If the speculative proviston market were 
any more active yesterddy than during the 
previous weeks the activity was due to 
manipulation. The packers were given cred- 
it for selling January product directly and 
through brokers more freely than usual. 
On-local receipts of 43,000 hogs the market at 
the yards was 5@10c lower. Seven principal 
markets had 65,000 hogs, against 87,400 a 
year ago. Closing prices of provision futures 
were the lowest of the day. 


Big Decrease in Corn. 


Corn lost a little ground yesterday, clos- 
ing about ec lower than on Saturday, after 
a range which covered only 4c. The visible 
supply figures were about what were. ex- 
pected—a decrease of 1,664,000. These prob- 
ably overran the general estimate, but 
everybody counted on a decrease of some 
kind because of the free export movement 
by the week before and the falling off in 
receipts. Compared with last week's de- 
crease of 855,000, the situation is statisticaily 
considerably - stronger. Local stocks ‘n- 
creased 56,000 and are now 19,786,000 bu. 
Carlots—393—did not come up to the estli- 
mate, which was 450 cars. Fortoday 600 
cars are estimated. The local receipts of 
282,000 bu were more than offset by the ship- 
ments of 389,000 bu. An excess in the outgo 
was also shown at other primary points, 
where total receipts were 568,000 bu and 
chipments 630,000 bu. All Eastern ports 
cleared 452,000 bu, New York alone shipping 
141,000 bu. in the pitit was mostly a chang- 
ing market, December being liberally trars- 
ferred into May at 3%@3%c difference as 
a general rule. Local longs sold some May 
corn. Logan was probably the heaviest 
straight seller of December. Shipping houses 
reported sales of corn to arrive disappoint- 
ingly small. Samples were in large supply, 
easier, and about 4clower.

‘WARIOUS BRANCHES OF THE IRON 
MARKET FIRM AND STEADY. 


‘Rather Less Doing than a Few Weeks 
Ago Because Buyers’ Requirements 
Are Not So Great—Next Year’s Situa- 
tion Being Generally Left to Take 
Care of Itself—What One of the 
Authorities Has to Say on the 
Situation. 


; A eitetes feeling is prevailing in iron 
» circles, without the market in any of its 
branches being quotably weak. It is sim- 
Ply less active, because the users are 
_ pretty well filled up. This is particularly 
_ true of the West, although locally the trans- 
actions are fully up to if not a shade over 
_ the totals of the two previous weeks. Re- 
/cent transactions have been mainly in 100 
/to 500 ton lots for delivery within sixty 
days, although one sale of 1,000 tons is 
reported. The best buyers are consumers, 
who are piecing out short contracts. But 
little attention is paid to next year’s busi- 
ness, there being much less anxiety on this 
score than was felt a month ago. Furnace 
men are not clear as to new cost prices, and 
-melters are reluctant to hazard higher 
prices than spot pig’ can be obtained for. 
Current quotations on pigiron are: Lake 
Superior charcoal, $13.00; local coke No. 1, 
$11.50; No. 2, $11.00; No. 3, $10.50; local 
Scotch No. 1, $11.00@11.50; No. 2, $10.75@. 
11.00; Bessemer, $12.00; Hazleton No. 1, 
$12.25; No. 2, $11.75: ; Jackson County silvery 
No. 1, $15.00; No. 2, $14.00; Southern coke 
foundry No, 1, $11.10@11.35; No. 2, $10.60@ 
10.85; No. 8, $10. 10@10.35; silveries, $11.25@ 
11,60; soft No. 1, $11.10@11.35; No. 2, $10.60 
@10.85; car wheel iron, $16.00@16.25; Ten- 
nessee charcoal No. 1, 2, and 3, $13.00@14.00. 
Discussing the outlook -for iron and steel 
in 1898, a high official of one of the largest 
local companies says: “ The present year 
has been very gratifying to the iron and 


nage, prices not having been very high, but 
sufficiently attractive for consumers to buy 
and keep the iron. and steel industries in 
operation. For the coming year there is 
every indication of still further improve- 
ment, providing values do hot fluctuate too 
much and thus discourage buyers. There 
seems to be a growing desire on the part 
of manufacturers of iron and steel products 
to look after the export business so that 
there may always be a chance to work off 
surplus stock. We have been shipping steel 
rails to Japan via Duluth, and we recently 
closed an order with the Imperial railway of 
Japan for 30,000 tons of rails to be filled the 
coming year. The export trade is destined 
to be a great factor in the iron businesa and 
it is a feature that has come to stay. We 
ship wire rods to England and France and 
steel products to Mexico and South America. 
We have shipped the material for the first 
railway in Corea. Oneidea that manufact- 
urers have to ‘keep in view is to not over- 
load the market, yet to keep in operation as 
fully and steadily as possible. To use the 
expression of a gentleman I met today, we 
— be careful not to be choked by our own 
at. 

“With a greater and steadier movement 
of finished products the mines will be en- 
abled to operate to better advantage and 
with more regularity of output, and they 
will be enabled also to operate more 
economically. On the whole, the coming sea- 
son promises profitable returns based on a 
heavy output at moderate prices. Thisis a 
consensus of opinion of manufacturers at 
this time. We realize the importance of the 
foreign demand, and its possibilities, and we 
are making a study of it in the various coun- 
tries. We are utilizing the great chain of 
lakes for the shipment of finished products 
more and more each year. Shipments for 
Europe go via the lakes and the Welland 
Canal and for the Orient they come via 
Duluth and the great transcontinental rail- 
way lines. We have a heavy tonnage in 
this direction. The year 1898 gives promises 
of a period of unaccustomed activity in 
kindred products, such as the manufacture 
of agricultural implements. The coming 
year will also witness the beginning of a 
revival of building all over the country; and 
‘this will mean a demand for structural 
material There is an increasing interest 
in real estate such as always precedes a 
building revival. I am careful not to use 
the word boom. 
stead. Booms are disastrous in the iron 
and steel business, as well as in the real 
estate business. Foundry people anticipate 
a busy season next year.’’ 

Bituminous lump coal is scarce and firm, 
while screenings and low grades are in 
plentiful supply and correspondingly easy 
in price. The market is again disturbed by a sus- 

pension of operations In the northern Illinois mines. 
. Anthracite. coal is. moving only in quantities to 
meet actual requirements, which are not large and

Property-Owners in East Chicago Ave- 
nue Confident That They Have 
Won the Fight. 


The property-owners in East Chicagoave- 
nue say there is no longer any danger of the 
invasion of the trolley in the territory from 
Clark street to the lake. S. K. Colton and 


yesterday, and by 6 o’clock last night they 
reported having secured signatures to the 
anti-trolley petition representing a major- 
ity of the frontage.

Ex-Mayor Dewitt C. Cregtier said: 

‘“‘ There will be no trolley line in this street.

In the department of meat inspection the 
most pressing need is the extension of the 
system to abattoirs engaged in the inter- 
state trade. This has not yet been included 
in the service, but Congress will be asked 
for funds to extend the work in this direc- 
tion. It is also suggested that American 
dairy products would stand a better show 
in the English market if the same system 
of inspection were extended to them.

Greatly Increased Expense Is Incurred 
by Receivers for the Mainte- 
nance of Way. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 15.—The annual re- 
port of President Cowan of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad was submitted to the 
stockholders, showing gross earnings for 
the year ending June 30, 1897, of $25,582,122, 


an increase of $1,637,340 over the previous - 


year, and $2,764,980 more than in 1895. 

The total expenses of the line were $20,012,- 
003, an increase of $2,428,673. This increase 
is very frankly explained by the statement 
of the large sums required in maintenance 
of way and maintenance df equipment. The 
receivers have replaced a large number of 
old bridges, built many years ago, with mod- 
ern steel st tures, capable of carrying the 
heaviest trains, and have made other im- 
provements, besides putting all equipment 
in first-class condition.
